Last  week's  release  of  the  Tennes- 
see Bureau  of  Investigation's  Crime 
on  Campus  -  IW5  booklet  and  the 
resulting  article  in  The  Termessean 
(reproduced  below  left)  have  shifted 
the  Sewanee  rumor  mill  into  high 
geai  isee  "Truth  or  fiction,"  below 
left)    Why?  Taken  at  face  value,  the 
Bureau's  report  implies  that  Sewanee 
has  the  worst  drug  problem  of  all 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  state, 
with  11.12  offenses  per  1,000  people 
on  campus,  up  from  2.85  per  1,000  in 
1994.  Compare  this  number  with 
those  from  Vanderbilt,  Rhodes  and 
the  University  of  Tennessee  at  Knox- 
ulle    0  25,  0.55  and  0.84  drug 
offenses  per  1,000  people,  respec- 
tively  (see  charts  on  the  back  of  this 
sheet). 

Sewanee  reported  20  misdemeanor 
drug  offenses  in  1995,  compared  to  5 
in  1494  The  rise  in  drug  offenses  can 
be  attributed  to  "better  enforcement 
and  training''  on  the  part  of  the 
Sewanee  Police  Department,  accord- 
ing to  Chief  Wayne  McBce,  and  not 
to  a  rise  in  drug  use  on  campus. 

However,  McBee  also  says  that 
most  of  the  crimes  tallied  in  the  TBI's 


in  the  report  (see  box  containing 
pertinent  misdemeanors  to  the  left). 

The  reason  for  this  apparent  dis 
crepancy  lies  in  the  unique  dual 
identity  of  the  Sewanee  Police 
Department.  A-s  SPD  Deputy  Chief 
Ernie  Butner  describes  it,  "We  wear 
two  hats  "  When  dealing  with  a 
felony  or  with  any  crime  committed 
by  a  non-student  on  campus,  officers 
assume  the  role  of  a  Franklin  County 
Sheriff 's  Deputy  and  must  therefore 
report  the  crime  to  the  county 
sheriff's  department    It  is  these 
offenses  which  appear  in  the  TBI's 
campus  crime  report.  When  dealing 
with  misdemeanors  committed  by 
students,  officers  can  use  theii 
discretion  to  act  eithei  .is  sherifl  s 
deputies  or  as  campus  security 
officers,  in  which  case  they  report  the 
infraction  to  the  Deans  of  Students' 
office  and  keep  it  a  secret  from  the

Drugs  or  dogs,  some  policies  cannot  be 
enforced  well    The  recent,  much-touted 
crackdown  on  the  dog  DOliC)  is  a  good 
example  of  such  a  policy.  This  morning, 
Tom  Kepple's  dog  Jack  ironed  by  the  VC's 
office  without  a  leash    Clara  and  Pablo  were 
in  from  of  Gailor   And  things  arc  back  to 
norma]  with  a  poorly  enforced  polic) 

The  crackdown  on  glass  bottles  is  a  tarce 
as  well,  the  night  after  Buckwheat  Zydeco  a 
student  swigged  his  swill  from  a  glass  bottle. 
swaying  to  the  music  at  the  Fiji  house,  next 
to  a  police  officer    Strict  enforcement 
Crackdown 

Students  don't  warn  strict  enforcement. 
We  don't  like  crackdowns.  And.  like  it  or 
not,  the  customer  is  always  right.  That's 
right,  "customer."  Customer  is  an  adminis- 
trative cexle  word  for  students.  Extending 
the  customer  metaphor,  ihe  administrauon 
serves  as  customer  service    We  go  to  the 
Deans  of  Students  while  we  are  students  and 
to  then  the  VC  as  alumni 

Consider  the  following  story: 

Customer  service  can  please  us  with  lax 
enforcement  by  sprinkling  the  magic  Dean's 
Dust  of  Discipline    The  Dean's  Dust  only 
works  on  "Sewanee  rules. '  n  has  do  jurisdic- 
tion over  "real  world  rules,    like  felonies.  If 
customer  service  wants  to  fudge  a  "Sewanee 
rule,"  like  parking  violations,  so  that  the 
customer  is  happy,  all  it  lakes  is  a  little  Dust. 

The  Mischeivious  Fames  of  Entropy 
burgle  the  customer  service  office  some- 
times, and  they  steal  the  magic  Dean's  Dust 
of  Discipline.  The  faincs  only  use  Ihe  dust 
on  rules  which  arc  impossible  to  enforce 
However  the  lames  have  poor  Vision,  and 
they  cannot  discriminate  between  "Sewanee 
rules''  and  "real  world  rules

"History's  a  nightmare  from  which  I 
am  trying  to  awake."  To  what  extent  is 
Sinn  Fein  trying  to  wake  up  from  its 
own  historical  nightmare,  or  to  what 
extent  is  that  history  central  to  what 
you  call  "the  integrity  of  the  quarrel?"

You  know  that    We  are 
condemned  to  live  in 
history,  because  of  the 
political  conditions  that 
exist  there.

His  charming 
manner  melted  my  nervousness, 
and.  when  I  noticed  a  pair  of  bed 
slippers  neatly  placed  at  the  foot  of 
lis  bed.  my  mind  was  put  at  ease. 
King  Edward  VII  professor  of 
English,  emeritus,  at  the  University 
of  Cambridge  Kermode  has  written 
numerous  books  of  literary  criti- 
cism, including  "Romantic  Image." 
"Puzzles  and  Epiphanies, "  "The 
Sense  of  an  Ending"  and  "The  Uses 
of  Error "  He  has  edited  collections 
of  poems,  plays  and  criticism;  he 
Irecently  co-edited  "Oxford  Book  of 
Letters,"  and  wrote  a  memoir,  "Not 
Entitled."  Kermode's  honors  include 
chairs  at  four  English  Universities. 
memberships  in  the  Royal  Society  of 
Literature  and  the  British  Academy  and 
various  honorary  degrees. 

Kermode  possessed  an  endearing  mix 
of  humility  and  reticence  when  he 
discussed  his  accomplishments.

Sewanee  and  was  rather  anxious  about  Ins 
upcoming  lecture.  Kermode  was  prepar- 
ing to  speak  on  •'Problems  of  Autobiogra- 
phy." which  addressed  his  own  experi- 
ences while  writing  his  memoir 

One  of  Kermode's  First  statements  on 
writing  autobiographies  was  "if  it  is  not 
well  written,  it  is  not  worth  reading."  I 
mulled  over  this  statement,  and  wondered 
if,  for  Kermode.  the  statement  applies  not 
only  lo  autobiographies,  but  is  a  maxim 
for  a  man  who  has  spent  his  life  critiquing 
other  people's  work.  He  continued  with 
the  problems  of  writing  autobiographies, 
pointing  out  that  the  greatest  problems 
anse  with  the  memory  and  the  truth.

Kermode's  frustrations  with  autobi. 
phies  lie  in  the  judgement  necessary 
during  the  writing  process;  Should  the 
book  be  truthful  to  all  of  the  facts  of  a 
person's  life?  Kermode  forsakes  com- 
plete truthfulness  for  what  remains  true  in 
his  memory,  and  he  admits  thai  memory  is 
not  always  completely  accurate    Events 


which  linger  most  strongly  in  Kern* 
memory  are  the  ones  which  are  given 
prominence  in  his  autobiography 

Kermode's  inspiration  for  writing  his 
autobiography  came  from  his  experience 
writing  a  piece  for  a  friend's  60lh 
birthday.  Although  he  was  leluctanl  to  do 
so.  he  agreed  to  write  about  his  childhood 
on  the  Isle  of  Man,  which  lies  between 
Northern  Ireland  and  England.  Kermode 
said  that  this  exercise  planted  the  seeds 
which  ultimately  grew  into  his  memoir 
During  the  lecture,  Kermode  read  several 
excerpts  from  his  autobiography,  includ- 
ing passages  about  his  beginnings  as  a 
poet  and  his  time  spent  on  the  Isle  of 
Man.  as  well  as  a  striking  passage  from 
his  encounters  with  D  J  Gordon 
Kermode  worked  with  Gordon  in  1946 
during  his  time  in  Liverpool    Gordon 
played  an  important  role  in  Kermode's 
understanding  of  scholarship,  and  it  was 
by  his  example  that  Kermode  became  a 
serious  scholar. 

Kermode  began  writing  poetry  while  he 
was  in  the  navy,  and  under  Gordon's 
influence  he  decided  to  become  a  Incurs

GVSB's  sound  defies 
most  comparisons;  the  only 
one  that  seems  to  work  is  to 
imagine  Helmet  trying  to 
cover  REM  songs   The  line-up 
consists  of  guitar,  two 
basses,  keyboards  and  drums, 
while  guitarist  Scott 
McCloud  and  bassist  Eli 
Janney  layer  their  vocals. 
While  the  guitars  sound  like 
a  thresher,  all  set  to  chew 
you  up  and  spit  you  out;  the 
songs  also  imitate  jazz 
structures,  allowing  each 
band  member  to  explore  dif- 
ferent sound-scopes  with  in 
the  same  song. 

"Super-f ire. "  which  opens 
the  albums,  begins  with 
chiming  guitars  that  segue 
into  a  Sonic  Youth  rave  up.

"Crash  17  (X-Rated  Car)"  is 
another  song  reminiscent  of 
Sister   -era  SY  only  the 
guitars  crash  down  like  a 
load  of  bricks  hitting  pave- 
ment, and  "Disco  Six  Six 
Six*  has  a  slower,  sultry 
rhythm,  but  it  still  hits 
hard. 

House  of  GVSB      is  Girls 
Against  Boys'  last  indie 
album  before  heading  to  the 
majors.   Although  it  is  not 


an  amazing  album,  it  is  damn

Sewanee' s  English  facully    I  had  an 
image  in  my  mind  of  the  enigmatic 
individual.  Kermode  would  be  an 
older  man,  he  would  wear  reading 
glasses  and  dnnk  hot  lea  while 
frantically  scribbling  notes  in  a 
well-worn  writing  pad.  Instead,  I 
met  a  relaxed  gentleman  who 
casually  invited  me  into  his  room 
with  a  warm  smile.  His  charming 
manner  melted  my  nervousness, 
and,  when  I  noticed  a  pair  of  bed 
slippers  neatly  placed  at  the  foot  of 
his  bed,  my  mind  was  put  at  ease. 
King  Edward  VII  professor  of 
English,  emenius,  at  the  University 
of  Cambridge  Kermode  has  written 
numerous  books  of  literary  criti- 
cism, including  "Romantic  Image." 
"Puizles  and  Epiphanies."  "The 
Sense  of  an  Ending"  and  "The  Uses 
of  Error "  He  has  edited  collections 
of  poems,  plays  and  criticism;  he 
recently  co-edited  "Oxford  Book  of 
Letters,"  and  wrote  a  memoir,  "Not 
Entitled."  Kermode's  honors  include 
chairs  at  four  English  Universities, 
memberships  in  the  Royal  Society  of 
Literature  and  the  British  Academy  and 
various  honorary  degrees. 

Kermode  possessed  an  endearing  mix 
of  humility  and  reticence  when  he 
discussed  his  accomplishments.  Al- 
though he  has  traveled  throughout  the 
world  and  taught  in  multiple  countries.

China.  lapan, 
Kermode  had  no(  yel  experienced 
Sewanee  and  was  ralher  anxious  about  his 
upcoming  lecture.  Kermode  was  prepar- 
ing to  speak  on  "Problems  of  Autobiogra- 
phy," which  addressed  his  own  experi- 
ences while  writing  his  memoir. 

One  of  Kermode's  first  statements  on 
writing  autobiographies  was  "if  it  is  not 
well  written,  it  is  not  worth  reading."  I 
mulled  over  this  statement,  and  wondered 
if,  for  Kermode,  the  statement  applies  not 
only  to  autobiographies,  bui  is  a  maxim 
for  a  man  who  has  spent  his  life  critiquing 
other  people's  work.  He  continued  with 
the  problems  of  writing  autobiographies, 
pointing  out  that  ihe  greatest  problems 
arise  with  the  memory  and  Uie  truth 

"if  it  is  not  well 
written,  it  is  not 
worth  reading". 


Kermode's  frustrations  with  autobiogra- 
phies he  in  the  judgement  necessary 
during  the  writing  process    Should  the 
book  be  truthful  (o  all  of  the  facts  of  a 
person's  life?  Kermode  forsakes  com- 
plete truthfulness  for  what  remains  true  in 
his  memory,  and  he  admits  that  memory  is 
not  always  completely  accurate.  Events 


which  linger  most  strongly  in  Kermode's 
memory  are  the  ones  which  arc  given 
prominence  in  his  autobiography 

Kermode's  inspiration  for  writing  his 
autobiography  came  from  his  experience 
writing  a  piece  for  a  friend's  60lh 
birthday.  Allhough  he  was  reluctant  10  do 
so.  he  agreed  to  write  about  his  childhood 
on  the  Isle  of  Man,  which  lies  between 
Northern  Ireland  and  England    Kermode 
said  that  this  even  Ise  planted  the  seeds 
which  ultimately  grew  into  his  memoir 
During  the  lecture.  Kermode  read  several 
excerpts  from  his  autobiography,  includ- 
ing passages  about  his  beginnings  .is  a 
poet  and  his  time  spent  on  the  Isle  of 
Man,  as  well  as  a  sinking  passage  from 
his  encounters  with  I)  J  Gordon 
Kermode  worked  with  Gordon  in  1946 
during  his  time  in  Liverpool    Gordon 
played  an  important  role  in  Kermode's 
understanding  of  scholarship,  and  it  was 
by  his  example  that  Kermode  became  a 
serious  scholar 

Kermode  began  writing  poetry  while  he 
was  in  Ihe  navy,  and  under  Gordon  S

Few  bands  have  been  able 
to  escape  this  trap,  yet 
several,  like  Shudder  to 
Think  and  Girls  Against 
Boys,  are  making  hard  rock 
that  relies  only  on  the 
punk  and  post-punk  tradi 
tion  and  that  is  not  gender 
specific.   Their  primary 


influence  is  Big  Black,  the 
seminal  '80s  noise  band,  but 
musical  reference  points  pop 
up  all  over  the  place-  REM, 
Joy  Division,  the  Talking 
Heads,  Sonic  Youth. 

GVSB's  sound  defies 
most  comparisons;  the  only 
one  that  seems  to  work  is  to 
imagine  Helmet  trying  to 
cover  REM  songs.  The  line-up 
consists  of  guitar,  two 
basses,  keyboards  and  drums, 
while  guitarist  Scott 
McCloud  and  bassist  Eli 
Janney  layer  their  vocals. 
While  the  guitars  sound  like 
a  thresher,  all  set  to  chew 
you  up  and  spit  you  out;  the 
songs  also  imitate  jazz 
structures,  allowing  each 
band  member  to  explore  dif- 
ferent sound-scopes  with  in 
the  same  song. 

"Super-fire,"  which  opens 
the  albums,  begins  with 
chiming  guitars  that  segue 
into  a  Sonic  Youth  rave  up. 
while  McCloud  speaks  his 
vocals  and  Janney 's  screams 
are  buried  in  distortion. 
"Crash  17  (X-Rated  Car)"  is 
another  song  reminiscent  of 
SisCer   -era  SY  only  the 
guitars  crash  down  like  a 
load  of  bricks  hitting  pave- 
ment, and  "Disco  Six  Six 
Six"  has  a  slower,  sul' 
rhythm,  but  it  r.till  hits 
hard. 

House  of  GVSB      is  G 
Against  Boys'  last  indie 
album  before  heading  to  the 
majors.   Although  it  is  not 


an  amazing  album,  it  is  damn 
good;  still  I  don't  know  how 
well  these  indie  purists 
will  translate  into  MTV 
Land.   But  GVSB  have  been 
labeled  as  an  indie  beefcake 
band,  so  we  may  very  well  be 
seeing  a  lot  more  of  these 
guys.

Regents 
Scholarships

The  numb^r^r^ii^p 
open  lo  Scwanee  students  has  Jw 
increased  wiih  the  addition  of  th, 
Regents  Scholarship.  Like  the 
Wilktns.  the  Benedict  and  the 
Baldwin,  the  Regents  scholarship 
is  merit-based;  however,  unlike 
the  others,  it  is  a  minority  schol- 
arship. 

The  funding  for  four  new 
Regents  scholarships,  beginning 
this  fall,  has  been  made  available 
in  order  lo  increase  the  diversity 
of  the  student  body.  Applying  for 
the  Regents  scholarship  does  not 
limit  a  student's  ability  to  receive 
the  Wilkins,  Benedict  or  Baldwin 
scholarships,  says  Director  of 
Admission  Robert  Hednck 

As  with  the  other  scholarships 
the  Scholarship  Selection  Com- 
mittee bases  its  decisions  on  "a 
review  of  the  information  found 
in  'he  applicant's  application  lor 
admission,  including  ihe  high 
school  transcript,  the  student ^ 
self-description,  counselor  and 
teacher  recommendations  and  the 
application  essay,"  according  to 
the  Office  of  Admissions.  The 
Committee  will  also  consider  the 
student's  academic  and  extra- 
curricular activities  and  leader- 
ship qualities,  as  well  as  other 
achievements.  International 
students  are  not  eligible  because 
of  the  three  pre-existing  interna- 
tional scholarships,  and  transfer 
students  are  only  eligible  for 
need-based  aid. 

For  winners  of  the  Regents 
Scholarship,  their  full  demon- 
strated need  will  be  met  in  a 
scholarship  without  work-study 
or  loans.  If  they  demonstrate  no 
financial  need,  or  need  which  is 
less  than  half  of  Sewanee's 
tuition,  they  receive  a  scholarship 
of  half-tuition.  Hedrick  empha- 
sizes that  the  addition  of  the 
Regents  scholarship  in  no  wa\ 
limits  the  university's  ability  to 
provide  need-based  financial 
assistance  to  all  entering  students 
merit  scholars,  or  not.

Thi 
not  a  statement  about  a  desire  to  conuv 
in  an  authoritarian  manner,  Ihe  lives  ami 
behavior  of  our  students.  That  would  he 
an  inappropriate,  vain,  and  hopeless 
objective  and  it  would  be  ineffective 
within  or  oulside  of  our  residential  life 
system    However,  as  dean  of  students  I 
do  have  a  responsibility  to  help  protect 
the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  our 
students    And.  in  general,  the  track 
record  is  better  both  socially  and 
academically  when  students  are  living 
on  campus. 
Diversity  and  Collepialiiv 

Fifth,  related  to  the  principles  of 
ciuzenship  and  community  suggested 
above,  1  suspect  that  as  our  campus 
becomes  more  diverse  we  will  encoun 
ter  a  greater  degree  of  the  friction  and 
tnbalitation  (which  many  campuses  arc 
currently  experiencing).  Segregating 
our  studenLs  in  small  units  and  separai 
ing  them  from  the  collegial  expenen. 
of  the  residence  halls  might  easily 
contribute  to  Ihe  tension  and 
balkanization  of  our  campus    Con- 
versely, our  residential  life  program,  h* 
embracing  all  our  students  and  binding

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Gorgas  matron  fired  amidst  controversy

Shortly  after  Spring  Break. 
Barbara  Geddes.  Head  Resident 
of  Gorgas  Hall,  called  a  special 
dorm  meeting  to  confirm  rumors 
that,  over  the  break,  she  had 
been  fired  by  the  University.  Ms. 
Geddes,  new  to  Sewanee  as  a 
Matron  this  year,  was  asked  not 
to  return  after  an  evaluation  by 
the  Office  of  Residential  Life 
found  that  she  was  not  able  to 
perform  her  job  satisfactorily. 
The  women  who  lived  in  Gorgas 
were  surprised. 

"The  general  reaction  was, 
'Why?'"  said  Sabrina  Scinto.  a 
junior  resident  of  Gorgas. 

"When  she  told  us  she  had 
gotten  fired,"  said  Carrie  Miller, 
an  Assistant  Proctor  for  the 
dorm,"I  was  upset  and  aston- 
ished. I  didn't  understand,  and  I 
still  don't  understand.  I  don't 
think  they  gave  her  a  chance." 

A  Rough  Start 

Relations  between  the  dorm 
staff  and  Ms.  Geddes  had  been 
rocky  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  In  September,  the  Proctors 
went  to  Elizabeth  Bell,  me 
Director  of  Residential  Life,  and 
complained  that  they  were  having 
problems  communicating  with 
Ms  Geddes.    "Our  ideas  of  how 
the  dorm  was  going  to  be  run 
conflicted,"  said  Miller,  "or  so 
we  thought.  We  were  also,  I 
think,  mad  that  we  had  lost  Mrs. 
Anderson  [the  matron  from  the 
previous  year]  and  wanted  her 
back." 

Now.  however,  the  dorm  staff 
sees  the  situation  in  a  different 
light.  "Barbara  has  a  different 
style  from  anything  we've  ever 
worked  with,"  explained 
Catherine  Wilhoite,  one  of 
Gorgas'  Proctors.  "It  took  us  a 
while  to  get  used  to  it.  In  dorm 
staff  meetings  last  year,  the 
matron  sat  back  and  watched. 


Barbara  took  an  active  interest  in 
it  and  at  first,  it  threw  us  off 
balance.  But  once  we  got  used  to 
each  other,  things  got  100%  better, 
things  got  done,  and  Barbara 
made  sure  they  got  done." 

Miller  concurs.  "I  think,  around 
fall  break,  we  sat  down  with 
Barbara  and  started  talking  to  her, 
and  she  explained  why  she  made 
the  decisions  that  she  did.  and 
how  she  felt.  Finally,  when  we 
had  accepted  each  other,  things 
began  to  work.  " 

"Those  Numbers  Don't  Reflect 
What  I've  Seen." 

But  administrative  disciplinary 
measures  against  Ms.  Geddes 
continued  into  the  spring.  As  part 
of  the  annual  Performance  Im- 
provement Plan  (PIP)  review 
process,  a  program  of  review  and 
assessment  of  all  non-faculty 
employees  insUtuted  by  the 
University  two  years  ago,  Ms. 
Geddes  was  asked  to  evaluate 
herself.  She  went  to  her  dorm 
staff.  "She  told  us  that  they  had  to 
do  their  own  evaluation,"  said 
Miller.  "She  told  us  what  she  had 
put  down  and  asked  us  if  we 
thought  it  was  fair.  We  agreed 
that  it  was." 

The  PIP  evaluation  form  rates 
employees  on  a  number  of  spe- 
cific criteria,  with  a  scale  of  0  to  4 
in  each  area.  A  rating  of  four 
indicates  "constantly  exceeds 
standards."  A  rating  of  0,  in  the 
official  PIP  guidelines,  denotes 
that  "Performance  falls  so  far 
below  expectations  for  the  job 
segment  that  probation  or  termina- 
tion is  likely  unless  there  is 
immediate  and  marked  improve- 
ment. This  rating  is  expected  to 
be  very  rare  in  routine  inter- 
views." 

The  Purple  has  obtained  a  copy 
of  Ms.  Geddes'  evaluation.  She 
rated  herself  solidly  in  the  3-4 


range  on  all  categories  of  her 
job  description.  When  Eliza- 
bedi  Bell  completed  her  evalua- 
tion, however,  she  reached  a 
different  conclusion.  Ms 
Geddes  received  seven  "1" 
ratings — and  three  zeroes.  The 
zeroes  were  given  in  these  three 
areas 

1)  Meet  at  least  once  a  week 
with  dorm  staff    Encourage 
communication  among  the  staff 
throughout  the  week. 

2)  Help  establish  a  respectful, 
warm,  disciplined,  and  collcgial 
tone  in  the  dormitory  which  will 
promote  the  overall  quality  of 
undergraduate  life  in  the  col- 
lege. 

3)  Offer  general  support  and 
encouragement  to  Proctors  and 
other  students. 

Ms.  Geddes  was  also  rated 
poorly,  among  other  categories, 
in  getting  to  know  students  on  a 
personal  basis,  supporting  the 
Deans  of  Students  in  enforcing 
rules,  regulations,  and  traditions 
of  the  University,  and  giving 
advice  concerning  the  needs  of 
young  people  away  from  home 
for  the  first  time 

Students  reacted  with  surprise, 
anger,  and  suspicion  to  these 
ratings    "That's  ridiculous," 
commented  an  anonymous 
member  of  the  dorm  staff.  "For 
one  thing,  she  was  at  every 
single  weekly  meeting  except 
for  one.  when  she  had  pneumo- 
nia. As  far  ^s  communicating 
within  the  dptta  staff  we  got  at 
least  one  voicemail  a  week,  and 
I  know  I  never  felt  uninformed. 
I  don't  think  Elizabeth  Bell  ever 
came  to  a  meeting  " 

"There's  no  support  for  a  0  or 
1  on  anything."  said  Scint' 


"There  are  so  many  people  who 
can  contest  that.  It  seems  like 
some  sort  of  internal  problem 
with  her.  and  that  they  spun  these 
numbers  around  that  to  support 
it.  But  anyone  who's  lived  with 
her  or  dealt  with  her  from  day  to 
day  for  an  extended  period  of 
time  would  tell  you  differendy." 
Miller  agreed  as  well:  "To  my 
knowledge,  there's  nothing  I've 
evei  seen  or  heard  her  do  that 
would  merit  a  1  or  a  0."    In  fact, 
several  students  said,  Ms.  Geddes 
has  been  good  for  Gorgas. 

"Things  in  the  dorm  are  getting 
done."  said  Wilhoite.  "I  don't 
know  if  people  realize  how 
different  it  is  here.  By  the  end  of 
last  year,  Gorgas  was  out  of 
control.  We  had  a  dog  living  on 
the  third  floor.  We  had  a  boy 
living  on  the  third  floor.  There 
were  races  down  the  hall  late  at 
night  and  plenty  of  drugs. 
Having  someone  in  the  dorm 
constandy  who  takes  an  active 
interest  in  keeping  things  sane, 
who  enforces  quiet  hours,  who 
makes  herself  available  to 
students,  especially  in  a  dorm 
with  82  freshmen,  is  invaluable. 
Barbara's  done  that." 

"This  year,  I  can  sleep  at 
night,"  said  Meredith  Arthur,  a 
sophomore  resident  of  the 
dormitory.  "Last  year.  I  lived  on 
the  third  floor,  which  was  the 
party  floor.  But  now  I  can  sleep 
because  the  rules  are  enforced 
here.  I  don't  understand  what  the 
problem  is    I  think  it  may  be  that 
the  problem  is  outside  the  dorm." 
"Elizabeth  Bell  has  never  come 
to  our  dorm,  as  far  as  1  know,  to 
see  how  we  run,"  said  Miller. 
"Does  she  know  that  [Barbara) 
went  and  got  sick  girls  food? 
That  she  repainted  the  commons 
room,  replaced  the  old  painungs 
that  had  been  there  forever, 
bought  flowers  for  Parents' 
weekend,  sent  encouraging 


messages  to  us  during  exams, 
opened  her  door  to  us  to  talk 
about  anything,  anyume0" 

"Barbara  has  always  been 
concerned  that  you  were  well- 
adjusted  and  happy  where  you 
were,"  agreed  Scinto.    "If  you 
weren't,  she  was  always  more 
than  willing  to  talk  to  you  about 
a  problem  or  to  give  her  support 
or  just  to  listen.  It's  also  mce  to 
live  in  a  dorm  where  you  can  do 
your  homework  " 

Another  anonymous  member  of 
the  dorm  staff  summed  up  the 
general  attitude,  saying,  "Those 
numbers  don't  reflect  what  I've 
seen." 

An  Administrative  Response 

Since  the  evaluation  and 
termination,  an  investigation  was 
conducted  into  the  University's 
handling  of  the  discipline  proce- 
dure. MarciaClarkson,  Director 
of  Personnel  Services,  performed 
the  investigation,  and  found  that 
"The  proper  procedures  were 
followed."  When  asked  about 
the  discrepancies  in  student 
opinion  and  the  PIP  evaluation, 
she  replied,  "I  know  a  PIP 
evaluation  was  done.  I  may  have 
seen  it.  But  I  didn't  pay  much 
attention  to  it;  I  just  saw  that  one 
had  been  done  " 

Dean  Pearigen  said  that  "It's 
not  die  University's  practice  to 
discuss  personnel  matters.  I 
know  that  we  have  a  process  that 
is  followed  and  is  fair  and  I 
would  stand  by  the  people  who 
are  part  of  that  process  in  terms 
of  their  fairness  and  integrity  and 
understanding  of  the  system.  1 
do  believe  it  was  the  right 
decision;  we  wouldn't  have  made 
it  if  it  weren't.  I  make  decisions 
that  I  think  are  in  the  best  interest 
of  this  institution." 

Elizabeth  Bell  was  unavailable 
for  comment,  and  directed  all 
questions  to  the  Dean.

Tree-mendous  Walsh  Ellett  reconstruction

Another  tree  will  probably  be 
felled  in  the  University's  race  for 
reconstruction  of  Walsh  Ellett 
this  summer,  according  to  Tom 
Kepple,  Vice-  President  of 
Business  and  Community 
Relations. 

Among  the  minor  reconstruc- 
tion taking  place,  Walsh  Ellett 
will  have  its  first  floor  refur- 
bished and  installed  with  air 
conditioning.  A  few  offices  will 
be  shuffled  around,  and  there 
will  again  be  an  operative  door  in 
the  middle  of  the  quad.  Hope- 
fully everything  will  be  finished 


before  the  start  of  the  1996-97 
school  year. 

The  only  relevant  change  to  the 
student  body  at  large  would  be  the 
cutting  down  of  yet  another  tree 
on  campus.  Although  the  matter 
has  not  decided  for  sure,  the  large 
maple  in  front  of  the  center  of 
Walsh  Ellett  will  most  likely  be 
cut  down,  as  it  is  blocking  what 
will  be  the  new  entrance  to  Walsh 
Ellett.  The  University  is  con- 
cerned that  if  the  branches  break, 
they  could  damage  the  building 
and  possibly  gore  nearby  students. 
When  asked  how  many  trees  have 
been  cut  down  from  the  center  of 


campus  so  far  this  semester, 
Kepple  replied,  "A  couple.  . .  five 
to  ten.  something  like  that. 
.We're  always  concerned  about 
[cutting  down]  any  tree...  even  if 
we  feel  we  have  good  reasons  to 
do  it."  The  60  year  old  tree  in 
question  is  being  removed  as  it 
"is  in  the  way  of  changes." 

An  additional  50  to  100  trees 
have  been  cleared  from  the 
Domain  this  semester.  Kepple 
stressed  that  the  University  is 
also  adding  trees  all  over  cam- 
pus, specifically.  "Everywhere  " 

Other  summer  renovations  will 


include  concrete  walkways  in  the 
quad,  refurbishing  in  Guerry 
lobby  and  in  the  women's  center, 
new  windows  in  Carnegie  Hall, 
addiUons  of  four  rooms  as  well 
as  air  conditioning  and  a  deck  to 
Phillips,  and  the  same  in  Emery. 
Benedict  residents  have  another 
year  to  wait  for  air  conditioning; 
Business  and  Community 
Relations  people  were  not  sure  if 
they  were  going  to  get  the  air 
conditioning  units  in  on  time,  so 
they  decided  to  wait  another  year. 


60  year  old  mat  It:  Nipped  in  the  bud

The  Student  Assembly  voted 
down  a  proposed  amendment 
change  in  an  emergency  meeting 
held  on  Tuesday.  April  16.  At 
issue  was  the  Assembly's  power 
to  charter  University  organiza- 
tions. A  committee  of  six 
Assembly  members  brought  the 
proposal  to  the  table  There  were 
only  fourteen  votes  in  favor  of 
the  measure,  well  below  the 
needed  majority. 

If  the  proposal  had  been  passed 
by  the  Student  Assembly,  it 
would  have  then  been  voted  on 
by  the  student  body   The  amend- 
ment would  have  divided  Univer- 


sity charters  into  two  categories. 
General  charters  and  Aligned 
charters.  This  would  have  created 
the  right  for  the  Student  Assembly 
to  deny  organizations  eligibility  to 
apply  for  money  from  the  Student 
Vtivities  Fee  Committee 
(SAFC)    Currently,  when  a  group 
receives  a  University  charter  from 
the  assembly,  they  gain  privileges 
such  as  the  use  of  college  facili- 
ties, the  opportunity  to  sponsor 
fundraising  events  on  campus,  and 
the  ability  to  schedule  registered 
activities  and  events  in  accor- 
dance with  the  appropriate 
policies  and  procedures.  They 
also  get  to  apply  for  annual  and   % 
contingency  funding  from  the 


SAFC  as  well  88  deposit  money 
into  Universny  accounts  via  the 
Treasurer's  olfice. 

This  is  where  the  change  would 
have  taken  place.   Instead  of 
automatical!1,  being  able  to  apply 
for  SAFC  money,  a  General 
charter  would  have  given  groups 
the  right  to  hjsic  privileges  given 
to  all  UniverNily  organizations. 
These  groups  would  then  have  to 
reapply  for  the  Aligned  charter, 
which  would  make  them  eligible 
lor  funding  from  the  SAFC    Matt 
Stiles,  a  sophomore  member  of 
the  Assembly  and  a  part  of  the 
committee  that  drafted  the  pro- 
posal, saal     I  he  reason  the 
proposal  came  up  was  because  die 


Student  Assembly  was  denying 
charters  to  student  groups  simply 
because  they  didn't  like  how 
these  groups  were  planning  to 
use  their  money."  Actually,  die 
charter  in  question  was  tabled 
unul  the  next  meeting,  for 
clarification  of  their  budget  and 
because  it  did  not  contain  all  die 
components  needed  to  form  a 
charter.  Stiles,  however,  believes 
that  "[The  proposed)  change 
would  give  groups  more  options 
and  the  ability  to  meet  and  raise 
fundi  without  the  use  of  SAFC 
mom 

The  SAFC  is  a  group  of 
siudcnls  from  the  Order  of 
Gownsmen,  the  School  of 


Theology  and  die  Student 
Assembly  They  divide  approxi- 
mately $190,000  between  school 
organizations  based  on  need  and 
coninbuuon  to  the  community. 
According  to  Stiles.  "One  reason 
the  proposal  didn't  pass  was 
because  people  felt  like  the 
SAFC's  toes  were  getung 
stepped  on."  He  also  dunks  that 
in  the  future  there  should  be 
more  communicauon  between 
the  SAFC  and  the  Assembly 
when  it  comes  to  budget  deci- 
sions.

Marriott  remains  on  Mountain

On  thai  fateful  April  morning 
when  students  were  informed  of 
Marriol's  food  service  contraci 
renewal,  embittered  students 
quickly  directed  virulent  and 
often  violent  complaints  to  the  e- 
mail  address  ol  Joe  Land,  C'98. 

Joe  Land.  Alice  Grey  Odom. 
and  Matt  Stiles,  all  C  '98.  were 
chosen  last  November  by  Randall 
Taylor,  director  of  university 
services  auxiliary  service  and 
purchasing,  to  join  faculty  and 
stall  members  on  the  campus 
food  service  committee.  Once 
composed,  the  committee  evalu- 
ated food  service  companies 
GrOOl  around  the  nation 

In  January,  the  four  leading 
contenders-  Professional  Food 
Management,  Sodexho, 
\eromark  and  Mamott-  came  to 
Sewanee  to  inspect  the  campus 
dining  facilities  and  compile  their 
proposals    Ihe\  were  asked  to 
address  every  facet  of  dining 
service  from  catering  to  dining 
hall  rcnOV&UOns,  After  meeting 
with  each  company's  manage- 
ment team  and  chief  executives. 
the  food  Service  committee 
eliminated  Professional  Food 
Management  from  among  the 
contenders  due  to  what  Odom 
describe-  as  its  lad  "l  profes- 
sionalism and  class   The  com- 
mittee then  (raveled  to  various 

(tools  who  emploj  the  services 

ol  Sodexho  and  Aemnurk  and 

evaluated  the  student  perspec- 
tives of  these  companies 

After  the  committee  narrowed 
the  competition  down  to 
Acromark  and  Mamott,  each 


member  submitted  a  letter  of 
recommendation  and  evaluation 
to  the  Vice-Chancellor.  who 
made  the  final  decision  to  extend 
Marmot's  contract  through  May 
of  1997. 

According  to  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor. "We  appreciate  the  recent 
improvements  that  Mamott  has 
made  in  its  delivery  of  food 
services  on  campus.  We  look 
forward  to  seeing  the  Mamott 
management  team  continue  its 
successes." 

Land  also  approves  of  the 
decision  to  retain  Mamott.  He 
said,  "In  the  long  run.  Marriott's 
going  to  do  a  better  job  because 
they  have  better  familiarity  with 
the  school  and  the  students,  and 
that's  something  none  of  the 
other  companies  had."  Land  said 
that  shifting  companies  would 
incur  a  transition  period  "of  six 
lo  eight  months,  maybe  even  a 
year  of  really  bad  food.  We 
didn't  think  that  after  the  transi- 
tion period  (the  other  compa- 
nies 1  food  would  be  any  betteT 
than  Marriott's."  Odom  reiter- 
ated, "After  looking  at  all  the 
other  companies,  I  think  we 
would  have  been  setting  our- 
selves back  instead  of  moving 
forward  had  we  switched  compa- 
nies." 

While  Rob  Peangen.  dean  of 
students,  admits  that  he  has 
mixed  feelings"  about  Marriott's 
contract  renewal,  he  says,  "1  hope 
the  arrangement  will  create  a 
situation  where  the  food  service 
is  attentive  to  what  they  need  to 
do  and  how  they  can  do  it."

He 
thmks  that  although  Mamott  has 
us  good  points,  the  student  body 
has  been  more  than  clear  about  its 
dissatisfaction  with  Marriott,  and 
wonders  whether  the  food  service 
committee  simply  ignored  this 
sentiment 

The  thought  of  another  year  of 
Marriott  cuisine  has  driven  some 
students  to  consider  eschewing 
the  meal  plan  altogether.  Lee 
Jefferson,  C  '97.  who  will  be 
living  off  campus  in  the  coming 
semester,  said.  "I  really  don't 
feel  like  paying  two  thousand 
dollars  a  year  for  food  I  don't 
really  want  to  eat.  Since  I  have 


the  much  embattled  and  gener 
ally  despised  Mamott  food 
service  has  given  students  a 
serious  case  of  indigo'10" 
Although  this  was.  in  part,  a 
student  decision,  the  reaction  of 
the  student  body  as  a  whole  has 

not  been  favorable 

"There  is  obviously  something 
wrong  here."  said  Joe  Cume,  C. 
•98.  He  says  that  while  he  knew 
Marriott's  contract  was  up  for 
review,  students  were  not  well 
informed  about  the  decision  to 
renew  it.  Currie  believes  that  the 
school  has  put  convenience 
ahead  of  the  good  of  the  students, 
and  said,  "I  think  the  school 
figured  that  it  would  be  easier  to 
stay  with  Mamott  than  find 


to  cook  my  own 
am  going  to  get  out 

Other  students  however,  do  not 
have  this  option.  David  Harker 
and  Craig  Evans,  both  C.  '98 
are  particularly  upset  about  the 
dining  situation  on  the  Moun- 
tain. "I  don't  like  Gailor.  but  I 
don't  have  anywhere  else  to  go," 
said  Harker   "Sometimes  it 
makes  me  feel  like  throwing  up 
I  don't  see  how  the  school  can 
look  at  Marriott's  track  record 
and  still  keep  them  here." 

For  better  or  for  worse, 
Mamott  will  be  at  Sewanee  for 
at  least  another  year.  As  one  of 
many  dissatisfied  students. 
Evans  said,  "I  don't  think  the 
school  realizes  how  important 
food  is  on  a  day  to  day  basis. 
Marriott  has  proven  that  they 
cannot  fulfill  this  service.  This 
situation  is  just  not  right  "

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In  February,  at  the  Student  Life 
Committee  breakfast  with  the 
Board  of  Regents.  I  spoke  of  my 
concern  about  the  understanding 
of  Sewanee' s  Honor  Code  among 
all  members  of  the  University.  1 
want  to  reiterate  my  concern  to 
the  entire  University  community; 
the  Honor  Code  needs  attention. 
NOW. 

Consistency,  or  lack  thereof,  is 
the  problem.  My  fear  is  that 
there  is  a  discrepancy  between 
the  way  older  members  of  the 
student  body  and  faculty,  staff 
and  administration  understand 
the  Honor  Code  and  the  way 
newer  members  of  the  University 
understand  it  We  need  to  come 
up  with  a  system  of  teaching 
newcomers  about  Sewanee  in 
such  a  way  that  students,  faculty 
and  staff  alike  understand  whal 
Sewanee  is  all  about  and  what  is 
expected  of  them  as  new  mem- 
bers of  this  unique  community. 
That  system  must  not  only  foster, 
but  maintain  an  understanding  of 
Honor  that  will  not  change  in  a 
matter  of  four  years,  as  one  class 
moves  through  the  Um versify 
and  graduates. 

When  I  signed  the  Honor  Code 
four  years  ago.  I  understood  that 
I  was  assuming  a  great  responsi- 
bility. The  minute  1  arrived  on 
campus  in  1992. 1  became  aware 
of  the  power  and  importance  of 
the  Honor  Code  to  the  life  of  the 
University  of  the  South.  In 
signing  the  Code  I  agreed  to 
uphold  the  code,  by  not  lying, 
cheating,  or  stealing,  and  by 
turning  in  any  offenders  I  saw 
cheating  to  the  Honor  Council.  1 
understood  that  the  Code  applied 
to  anything  falling  under  the 
broad  definition  of  lying,  cheat- 
ing or  stealing,  in  both  academic 
and  non-academic  matters.  From 
what  1  can  tell,  fewer  students  are 
aware  of  the  nuances  of  the  Code 
now  than  when  1  was  a  freshman. 

Turning  someone  in  to  the 
Honor  Council  is  something  no 
one  likes  to  consider.  But 
turning  one's  back  on  a  cheater 
and  pretending  not  to  see  the 
violation  undermines  the  Code 
and  lets  the  offender  develop  a 
maybe  not-so-false  sense  of 
security.  Every  individual  who 
signs  the  Honor  Code  agrees  not 
to  turn  his  or  her  back    Yet.  from 
what  I  can  tell,  look-lhe-other- 
wav-ius  is  a  serious  disease  of 
which  students  and  faculty  need 
to  be  cured.  No  one  wants  to  be 
nude  a  scapegoat. 

In  many  instances,  the  problem 
is  Inconsistency  of  understand- 
ing, people  aren't  so  sure  what 
falls  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Code  and  what  does  not.  What 
we  wish  were  straightforward. 
black  and  white  cases  are  not  so 
simple    Frustrating  gray  areas 
undermine  the  power  of  the 
Code.  We  need  to  eliminate 
these  areas  in  order  to  provide 
the  consistency  of  understanding 
that  we  lack.

erly.  I  gave  the  same  advice  that  I 


was  given  when  I  began  to  write 
papers  in  elementary  school:    II 
in  doubt,  CITE'."  I  am  not  the 
only  person  frustrated  by  the 
excuse  for  a  sketchy  citing  job     1 
didn't  understand  whal  my 
teacher  meant;  1  didn't  know  that 
was  wrong."  That  should  not  be 
an  excuse. 

The  issue  of  plagiarism  is  not  a 
new  one.  A  manual  that  will 
describe  in  detail  the  dos  and 
don'ts  of  citation  is  in  the  works. 
That  manual  will  be  a  step  in  the 
right  direction— if  everyone 
reads  it.  How  can  we  impress  the 
importance  of  reading  such  a 
document  upon  incoming  stu- 
dents and  faculty  so  that  the 
understanding  of  what  plagiarism 
entails  is  universally  and  consis- 
tently understood?  Such  issues 
have  been  the  topic  of  discussion 
in  many  meetings  that  I  have 
attended  in  the  last  few  months. 

Better  orientation  of  new 
students  and  faculty  alike  to  the 
nuances  of  the  Honor  Code  has 
been  the  topic  of  such  discus- 
sions. Newcomers  need  to  know 
what  to  expect  and  what  is 
expected  of  them  as  members  of 
the  University.  Ideally,  new 
students  should  be  able  to 
explain  the  Honor  Code  to  their 
peers  before  they  step  up  to  sign 
the  Code  in  All  Saints'  Chapel. 
But  this  is  not  an  ideal  world,  and 
1  know  by  the  crisp  bindings  on 
many  of  the  Student  Handbooks  I 
have  seen  that  most  people  don't 
take  the  time  to  read  that  docu- 
ment. 

Perhaps  if  more  people  were  to 
sit  down  and  read  the  what  the 
Handbook  says  about  the  concept 
of  Honor  and  the  Code  before  the 
beginning  of  school,  more  people 
would  comprehend  the  signifi- 
cance of  their  agreement  to  abide 
by  the  Honor  Code.  Perhaps  we 
would  find  fewer  bikes  mysteri- 
ously moving  across  campus 
without  their  owners,  books 
might  be  more  apt  to  stay  where 
they  were  put  while  their  trusting 
owners  left  them  unattended 
during  a  meal  in  one  of  the 
dining  halls,  and  maybe  the 
excuse  that  "I  didn't  know  that 
was  wrong"  might  fade  from 
being  a  valid  excuse  for  plagifl 
nsm.  Perhaps,  too.  one  or  two 
eyewitnesses  might  be  proud  to 
do  the  thing  they  bound  them- 
selves to  do  and  turn  offenders  in 
for  Honor  Code  violations  rather 
than  look  the  other  way  and 
pretend  not  to  see. 

In  addition  to  better  educating 
newcomers,  we  current  students 
need  to  set  a  good  example  and 
live  by  the  Code  which  we 
agreed  to  live  by.  The  Honor 
Code  is  one  of  the  aspects  which 
has  drawn  many  of  us  to 
Sewanee    But  as  with  all  good 
things,  we  have  to  work  to 
maintain  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Code    It  would  be  a  terrible 
thing  to  lose  the  Code  altogether 
because  we  were  all  too  passive 
to  make  it  work.  We  need  to 
make  ourselves  accountable  for 
our  actions  and  keep  the  word 
which  wc  gave  when  we  signed 
the  Code

If 
you  think  I'm  stupid,  and  hate 
what  I'm  saying,  please  read  on 
to  the  end. . .  there  you'll  find 
the  humility.  I  have,  today, 
discovered  the  meaning  of 
happiness ...  and  I  am  not 
necessarily  in  the  clouds  about  it. 
It  seems  that  happiness  neither 
lies  in  thinking,  nor  in  the 
absence  of  thought.

Uncovering  the  truth 
about  term  paper 
blues-  part  two

This  article  is  the  second  of  a  two- 
part  series. — ed. 

In  the  previous  article,  the  Purple 
paid  for  me  to  order  a  6-page  re- 
search paper  focusing  upon  a  com- 
parison of  the  characters  Othello 
and  Oedipus  Rex..  The  pre- writ- 
ten paper  that  1  received  from  Re- 
search Assistance  [RA]  left  much 
to  be  desired.  At  first  reading  my 
thoughts  ranged  from  "this  must  be 
some  sort  of  joke,"  to  "I  can't  be- 
lieve this  company  has  been 
around  for  so  long  putting  out  this 
kind  of  trash."  Some  may  be  won- 
dering if  the  paper  RA  created  hon- 
estly could  be  that  bad,  and  the 
answer  is  yes,  even  more  so.  The 
paper  features  topic  sentences  such 
as.  "So  easily  is  Othello  misled,  as 
when  Iago  first  plants  suspicion 
about  Cassio."  To  say  the  paper 
puts  in  its  two  cents  worth  may  be 
stretching  it,  and  that's  about  the 
price  they  should  be  charging  for 
this  $45  mistake. 

Writing  tutor  and  fellow 
soulmate  in  the  battle  for  a  literate 
America,  Ron  Briggs,  had  this  to 
offer  about  the  paper:  "I  can't 
imagine  that  the  most  generous  of 
our  professors  could  give  it  any- 
thing more  than  a  C.    It's  worse 
than  a  bad  paper.    It's  like  a  mo- 
saic of  bad  papers. . .  Not  only  is  it 
bad,  but  all  the  bad  parts  don't  even 
come  together  to  form  a  bad  whole. 
There  is  no  whole  at  all."     This 
shocking  criticism  rings  louder 
than  any  possible  benefits  that  a 
student  could  derive  from  this  ser- 
vice. In  fact,  let's  call  it  a  disser- 
vice because  any  professor  who 
read  this  would  instantly  question 
your  admission  to  this  university. 
Consulting  the  validity  of  this 
paper  in  our  Honor  Code  envel- 


oped  campus,   I    asked   Kyle 
Sclafani  of  the  Honor  Council 
about  the  status  of  such  a  pre-writ- 
ten  work.  He  stated.  "If  [students] 
submitted  it  and  got  caught,  it 
would  be  obvious  plagiarism.  . 
but  then  again,  I  don't  know  how 
anyone  would  find  out."  RA  does 
not  claim  to  have  written  some- 
thing which  you  could  submit  un- 
documented. At  the  top  of  the  pa- 
per they  stamped,  "This  data  may 
be  used  as  a  research  &  reference 
tool  only.  It  may  not  be  submitted 
to  any  educational  institution  for 
academic  credit."  While  this  may 
be  their  official  party-line  state- 
ment on  the  issue  of  plagiarism,  as 
Kyle  notes,  who  would  really 
know  unless  you  told  someone? 

You  may  simply  footnote  the 
paper  as  a  reference,  but  if  they  are 
just  a  reference  source,  don't 
bother  to  pay  for  the  research.  The 
"research  paper"  uses  two  outside 
sources  and  only  cites  them  three 
times.  Cliff 's  Notes  certainly  sup- 
plies much  clearer  and  cheaper  in- 
formation. The  paper  itself  is  not 
even  a  worthwhile  reference 
source  because  the  quotations  used 
are  mainly  from  the  works  in  ques- 
tion. The  inferences  drawn  from 
these  quotations  are  so  obvious  to 
the  reader  that  only  a  third  grader 
would  be  genuinely  impressed 
with  the  points  they  make. 
The  paper  is  so  bad  that  I  decided 
not  to  bother  a  professor  about 
reading  it,  although  a  few  profes- 
sors did  have  a  good  laugh  while 
flicking  through  it  in  passing.    If 
any  student  had  difficulty  produc- 
ing this  essay,  even  an  hour  before 
class,  then  1  would  certainly  have 
doubts  about  that  student's  intelli- 
gence level  as  well  as  his  or  her 
sanity.  This  disservice  deserves  to 
go  unnoticed  by  all  students  at 
Sewanee. 


Substance  fre 
ing  survey  results

The  administrauon  is  debating 
whether  to  designate  certain 
dorms  on  campus  substance  free. 
The  substance  free  housing 
survey  distributed  two  weeks  ago 
provided  some  much  needed 
feedback  from  the  student  body. 
Of  the  300  students  that  replied, 
an  overwhelming  number  (181) 
thought  that  Sewanee  should 
designate  certain  dormitories 
substance  free.  Of  these  181 
students,  65  would  be  interested 
in  living  in  these  dorms,  and 
nearly  everyone  preferred  that 
the  facility  be  co-ed.  Interesungly 
enough,  there  was  not  much 
variance  between  male  and 
female  responses.  Over  900 
students  did  not  return  the 
survey,  however,  which  suggests 
that  the  majority  of  the  student 
body  is  indifferent  to  the  pro- 
posal. 

The  survey  sparked  many 
comments  from  students  that 
support  the  move  to  substance 
free  housing.  One  student 
commented.  "Clean  and  pure 
individuals  should  be  able  to  go 
to  their  respective  residence  and 
not  have  to  worry  about  drug 
addicts,  smokers,  and  alcoholics. 
There  is  no  escape  from  any  of 
these  things  in  Sewanee." 
Another  noted.  "People  who  are 


bothered  by  the  use  of  substances 
should  not  be  subjected  to  users 
of  these  substances.  Moreover, 
throughout  the  past,  poor  judge- 
ment has  been  made  by  non-users 
a_\  how  to  deal  with  users,  for 
example,  calling  the  police 
instead  of  confronting  the 
individual.  Substance  free 
housing  would  eliminate  such 
poor  judgement,  and  would  make 
dorm  life  more  comfortable  by 
consolidating  those  who  chose 
similar  lifestyles  into  similar 
locations. 

The  issue  of  whether  freshmen 
should  have  the  option  for  this 
housing  received  varying  opin- 
ions. One  student  commented,  "1 
think  it  is  a  good  idea,  especially 
for  freshmen.  They  may  not  feel 
so  pressured  to  fit  in  and  drink." 
Several  students,  however, 
womed  that  "a  freshman's 
parents  might  request  their  child 
to  be  in  it,  even  if  the  student 
doesn't  want  to."  Others  also 
suggested  that  "freshmen  may 
choose  this  housing  before 
they've  had  the  'college  experi- 
ence.' Their  lifestyles  could 
change,  as  many  freshman  do." 
One  student  offered.  "People  can 
dnnk  without  being  abusive  and 
that's  how  it  should  be.  I  don't 
really  drink,  but  I  would  hale

living  in  a  dorm  full  of  "up- 
rights'- wouldn't  that  make  them 
prudes9" 

A  handful  of  students  worry 
that  segregated  housing  may 
segregate  students.  "Let's  face  it, 
Sewanee's  a  pretty  homogenous 
environment.  People  need  to  deal 
with  the  few  differences  we 
have  "  "Students  at  Sewanee  are 
sheltered  enough  as  it  is-  sub- 
stance abuse  is  a  fact  of  life  you 
might  have  to  deal  with.  Also,  by 
concentrating  all  non-users, 
you're  concentrating  all  sub- 
stance users  This  is  likely  to 
encourage  abuse." 

Students  did  offer  solutions  and 
compromises  to  the  conflict. 
One  solution  focused  on  roomate 
applications:  "As  long  as  your 
room  is  substance  free,  alcohol 
free,  and  cigarette  free,  then  there 
should  not  be  a  problem." 
"Maybe,  instead  of  an  entire 
dorm  or  house  being  declared 
substance  free,  select  halls  should 
be  substance  free.  Having  these 
specific  areas  would  make 
everyone  happy."  The  adminis- 
tration is  reviewing  the  surveys 
and  comments  thoroughly,  and  is 
still  deliberating.  For  the  one 
student  that  wondered:  yes. 
whipp-its  are  considered  an 
illegal  substance. 


Apple  rumors  prove  groundless

A  number  of  nervous  rumors 
recently  floated  around  the 
computer  world  concerning  the 
future  of  the  Apple  Corporation.

The  crust  was  delicious  and 
flaky,  however  we  never  tasted 
the  pesto  sauce  the  pizza  is 
named  after.

Driving  to  Nashville,  we 
entertained  the  notion  of  stopping 
at  an  Egyptian  restaurant  with 
our  very  own  eating  companion 
Ramsey.  However  for  lack  of 
Egyptian  restaurants  in  Nashville, 
we  stopped  at  the  neon-lit 
Brownstone  Microbrewery 
instead.  Thinking  we  would  like 
to  dine  outside,  we  were  given  a 
vibrating  buzzer  to  herald  our 
table  and  were  seated  inside 
while  we  waited.  By  the  time  a 
table  outside  was  free,  we  were 
already  comfortably  seated  and 
had  beverages  in  hand,  but  the 
host  was  kind  enough  to  let  us 
feel  the  beeper  buzz  anyway. 

The  list  of  home-brewed  ales 
was  apt  to  satisfy  anyone's  taste. 
(Don't  worry,  Ramsey's  21 —  no 
fake  ID'S  here!).  The  Chaser 
Pale  was  light,  but  had  a  full- 
bodied  taste.  Also  recom- 
mended: the  St.  Charles  Porter 
("The  quintessential  British  style 
brown  porter")  and  the  Nut 
Brown  Ale  which  is  simply  damn 
good.  The  ale  washed  down  our 
appeuzer  of  Cheese  and  Ale 
Spread  and  Sourdough  bread 
well,  as  the  spread  had  a  rather 
pungent  rye  flavor.  The  spread 
was  tasty,  but  when  it  was  gone 


we  were  left  with  the  lingering 
thought  that  it  was  "just  a 
cheeseball,"  reminiscent  of  what 
one  of  your  parent's  less-favored 
business  associates  might  UPS 
your  fam  for  the  holidays.  Still, 
Brownstone  is  no  Scrooge  when 
it  comes  to  bread,  and  brought 
enough  sourdough  to  please  any 
carbo  addict  during  our  meal.

We  ordered  the  daily 
special,  Vegetarian  Tomato  Soup, 
which  turned  out  to  be  simply  a 
tomato  puree  with  lemon  under- 
tones.

Pushing  Sewanee  audience  to 
their  own  Extremities 

"Extremities

Under  the  able  direction  of  senior  Skye  Howell, 
Theatre  Sewanee  produced  •'Extremities"  by 
William  Mastrosimone  for  a  four  night  run  (April 
10-13)  in  Guerry  Auditorium.  "Extremities"  ex- 
plores the  iastie  of  rape  and  the  blurred  distinction 
between  victim  and 
victimizes  Though  the 
plays  featured  a  small 
cast  of  only  four 
students,  the  acting  was 
solid  and  audiences 
remained  interested. 

The  play  begins  with 
an  attempted  rape  of 
Marjorie  (Linda 
Latchford,C.-96)by 
Raul  (Montgomery 
Maguire.  C'96)  and 
follows  the  rage  after 
Raul's  rape  is  foiled.  In 
the  midst  of  the  rape, 
Marjorie  arms  herself 
with  bug  spray  and 
takes  control  of  Raul, 
who  she  confines  to  the 
base  of  her  fireplace. 
Tormentor  becomes 

tormented  as  Marjorie  retaliates  against  Raul  s 
attempted  rape,  attacking  him  with  household 
cleaners  and  an  iron  fireplace  poker. 

Marjone's  roommates,  Terry  (Lon  Phillips.  C.  96) 
and  Patricia  (Marry  Koppel.  C/99).  arrive  home  to 
witness  Marjone's  torture  of  Raul.  The  psycholog.- 
cal  insecurity  that  follows  the  rape  affects  not  only 
Marione.  but  her  roommates  as  well,  who  fall  under 
the  subtle  psychological  schemes  of  Raul  even  after 
he  is  locked  in  the  fireplace. 

Mastros.mone's  play  deals  with  important  psycho- 
logical questions  that  involve  rape,  focusing  espe- 
cially on  the  savage  mindset  that  is  transferred  from 
Victoizer  to  victim.  At  several  points,  n   Extremi- 
ues."  Maqone  echoes  the  threats  that  Raul  used 
earlier  m  the  play  while  he  attempted  to  rape  h * 
The  message  conveyed  by  the  play  is  often  ambg i- 
ous.  The  viewer  s  sympathies  are  eM«*M 
between  Raul,  who  is  being  tortured,  and  Maqone 
who  suffers  from  the  anguish  of  a  sexual  attack. 


"Extremities"  asks  provocative  questions  about 
rape  and  provides  a  captivating  plot  for  the  exami- 
nation of  this  subject,  but  among  students  the  play 
received  mixed  reviews.  These  mixed  feelings  are 
only  natural  for  a  play  of  such  subject  matter.  One 
reason  is  that  rape  is  not  a  often  mentioned  at 
Sewanee.  The  violence  and  graphic  depiction  of 
Raul  s  attempted  rape 
on  Marjorie  was 
unsettling  to  say  the 
least  The  struggle 
extended  far  throughout 
the  first  act.  and  the 
intensity  of  the  rape 
attempt  did  not  subside 
with  Marjone's  capture 

of  RauL 

Perhaps  it  was  the 
fierceness,  both  of 
Raul  s  violent  rape 
attempt  and  Marjone's 
twisted  retribution, 
which  left  me  ex- 
hausted at  the  end  of 
the  pliv.  The  level  of 
intensity  and  bold 
psych  'logical  interac- 
uon  n  es  but  never 
fully  declines.  Alternat- 
ing between  a  focus  of  physical  (  rture  and  one  of 
psychological  manipulation,  the  j  idience  is 
involved  in  the  movement  of  the  play  by  con- 
stantly forcing  the  viewer  to  quevion  the  charac- 
ters' motivation  behind  their  acti    is 

However.  Theatre  Sewanee's  production  of 
"Extremities"  moved  so  quickh  through  the 
subject  of  rape  that  viewers  rare  I    had  the  chance 
to  understand  the  psychological  subtleties  of  the 
play  before  more  complex  inter*  i  ion  occurred    1 
fell  like  1  would  need  to  watch  the  play  at  least 
twice  to  gather  any  sense  of  unde.  standing;  after 
all.  even  the  close  of  the  play  left  no  real  resolu- 
uon—  Raul  was  still  under  Marjone's  control. 

Howell's  production  of  "Extremities"  serves  to 
question  our  knowledge  on  the  issue  of  rape.  It 
asks  if  we  understand  the  complex  psychological 
rape  that  occurs  after  the  physical  moment  of  rape, 
attempted  or  otherwise. 


At  a  school  appropriately 
named  The  University  of  the 
South,  the  freshmen  required 
reading  could  soon  change  to  a 
newly  published  book  "Yellow 
Dogs.

Originally  a  1.656-page  book 
published  in  1989,  the  Press,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Center  for 
the  study  of  Southern  Culture  at 
the  University  of  Mississippi, 
decided  to  condense  it  into  a 
pocket-size  book  of  southern 
tnvia.  After  much  research  and 
fact-checking  into  such  subjects 
as  the  recipe  for  fried  pork 
testicles,  the  trivia  book  was 

bom.

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Meacham  predicts  Campaign  '96 

i -...!

Jon  Meacham's  homecoming 
came  a  few  weeks  before  Fall 
Party  Weekend  this  year.  The 
j 991  graduate,  now  a  senior 
editor  at  Newsweek,  delivered  a 
lecture  at  Guerry  Auditorium  on 
September  2  on  the  1996  presi- 
denual  election  and  the  media's 

role. 

Although  the  freshman  turnout 
was  low,  the  faculty  was  visibly 
present,  and  many  professors 
asked  their  former  student  his 
take  on  the  upcoming  race  for  the 
White  House.  Meacham's 
lecture  began  casually  as  he 
recounted  legendary  stories  of 
"romanticized  journalism."  He 
recalled  the  "brave  reporting"  of 
correspondents  during  the  civil 
rights  movement  and  then 
recalled  the  less  glamourous 
week  he  just  spent  in  Chicago 
and  New  York,  participating  in 
"schmooze  fests"  at  the  Demo- 
cratic National  Convention  and 
getting  scooped  by  the  tabloids. 

Meacham  addressed  and 
defended  the  unpopularity  of  the 
press,  reminding  his  audience 
that  there  is  no  "monolithically 
liberal  media"  and  that,  in  the 
end.  the  impulse  behind  most 
journalism  is  the  story,  not  the 
cause.  However,  when  Jamie 
Hinds.  C.  '97.  asked  about 


Newsweek' s  association  with  the 
author  of  Primary  Color*, 
Meacham  affirmed  that,  although 
he  was  unaware  of  Joe  Klein's 
authorship,  he  had  his  suspicions 
(and  that  he  could  better  empa- 
thize with  the  White  House 
having  suffered  the  scrutiny  of 
the  press) 

Meacham  predicted  a  dim 
campaign  in  '96.  The  two 
candidates,  he  proposed,  are  so 
similar  that  the  election  will 
come  down  to  "generational 
politics."  However,  he  antici- 
pated a  slight  victory  for  the 
incumbent,  and  Meacham 


seemed  much  more  tolerant  of 
Clinton  than  those  who  have 
heard  of  the  conservative  former 
Purple  editor's  politics  might 
have  expected  (he  described 
himself  as  "moderate'  >.  The 
w  ild-card  nature  of  Perot  and  the 
Reform  Party  generated  several 
questions    Meacham  said  that 
Newsweek  once  nearly  gave  Dick 
Lamm  the  cover,  and  gave  him 
several  continuou  I  text. 

He  recommended  watching  the 
candidate  debate  with  Perot 
assuming  the  Debate  Commis- 
sion lets  him  participate.

The  local  Solid  Waste  Sanita- 
uon  Board  (SWSB)  has  recently 
considered  shutting  down  the  16 
recycling  centers  which  they 
have  operated  for  4  years  to  cut 
costs  on  their  Franklin  County 
recycling  effort.  The  Sanitation 
Board  plans  to  consolidate  their 
district's  recyclable  waste 
collection  to  4  "convenience 
centers"  located  in  more  central 
locauons  throughout  the  counts 
Because  Franklin  County  does 
not  provide  a  residential  collec- 
tion service,  the  consolidation  of 
recycling  centers  would  mean 
longer  drives  for  citizens  and 
area  organizations  which  cur- 
rently recycle. 

Last  Monday  the  Sewanee 
Community  Council  resolved  to 
discourage  consolidation,  fearing 
the  SWSB  proposal  would 
diminish  vital  support  for  recy- 
cling among  local  residents 
"Recycling  is  expensive."  says 
Thomas  Kepple.  a  member  of  the 
council,  "the  only  way  you  can 
do  it  is  with  a  significant  number 
of  volunteers."  Kepple's  remarks 
reflect  a  concern  among  Sewanee 
citizens  that  environmental  issues 
are  losing  ground  in  local  poli- 
tics. 

"The  politics  behind  this  are 
very  confusing."  explains 
Franklin  County  Commissioner 
Henry  Arnold    On  August  5.  the 
16  Commissioners  passed  the 
SWSB  budget  with  the  stipula- 
tion that  the  Sanitation  Board 
would  continue  to  operate  each 
of  the  existing  recycling  centers. 
The  legislative  body  for  the  City 
of  Winchester  argues  that  they 
shoulder  too  much  of  the  tax 
burden  for  rural  waste  disposal  in 
the  August  5  budget  and  has 
recently  threatened  legal  action 


against  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. A  new  budget  proposal, 
tailored  by  the  two  Franklin 
County  Commissioners  on  the 
Sanitation  Board  (both  from 
Winchester),  has  been  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
and  will  be  debated  on  Septem- 
ber 9  at  7  p.m.  at  the  County 
Courthouse.  The  Sanitation 
Board's  proposal  would  close  the 
collection  center  in  Sewanee  and 
replace  it  with  one  in  Cowan, 
more  than  15  minutes  away.  In 
addition  to  the  recycling  center 
consolidation,  the  proposal  calls 
for  a  considerable  cut  in 
Winchester's  share  of  the  county 
solid  waste  disposal  tax. 

\rnold  contends  that  while  the 
consolidation  would  make 
recycling  harder  for  everyone  in 
the  county,  "its  impact  would  be 
especially  severe  for  this  district" 
which  includes  Sherwood,  Keith 
Springs,  and  Sewanee.  The 
independently-  operated  Sewanee 
Recycling  Center  closed  last  July 
after  the  SWSB  agreed  to  pic*  uP 
recyclable*  at  the  solid  waste 
collection  center,  but  so  far  the 
county  has  not  lived  up  to  that 
promise,  effectively  freezing 
Sewanee  s  recycling  effort. 

After  the  Sewanee  Recycling 
Center  closing,  the  University  no 
longer  has  the  labor  and  re- 
sources to  process  its  recyclables, 
and  it  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers accepts  the  SWSB  propo 

(he  University  will  be  unable  to 
restore  the  recycling  effort 
without  an  increase  in  tuition 
"The  solution,  in  my  mind.'  says 
Dr  Kepple.  "is  10  have  the 
cpunty  doing  the  recycling  that's

Ills'  Chapel  at  1 1  28  a.m.  on  the 
morning  of  June  6.  The  Sewanee 
Police  were  able  to  match  the 
shoepnnts  of  the  apprehended 
juvenile  with  shoepnnts  found  in 
Guem  Auditorium  that  morning. 
The  youth,  who  surrendered  without 
struggle,  offered  a  full  confession  to 


all  three  burglaries 

Although  Burner  could  not  explain 
the  motive.  Barbara  Banks,  manager 
of  the  Bishop's  Common,  said.  "He 
wanted  us  to  know  that  he  had 
control''  As  to  why  the  juvenile  did 
not  steal  any  computers  or  large 
v  aluables    Banks  said,  "When  you're 
young  and  trying  to  prove  something 
to  your  peers,  you  usually  don't  take 
anything.  It's  a  control  mechanism  " 

The  B.C  burglaries  are  some  of 
several  thefts  on  campus  during  the 
summer  Henry  Parsley.  C  '98,  had  a 
cellular  phone  and  Texas  Instruments 
calculator  stolen  from  his  car  on  July 
4    Bnttany  Glenn,  C  '99.  had  a 
portable  CD  player  stolen  from  her 
car  parked  at  Tuckaway  during  the 
Fourth  of  July  celebrauon  in 
Sewanee    The  property  of  both 
Parsley  and  Glenn  w  as  found  in  the 
same  car.  and  returned  within  two  to 


three  days. 

On  July  1 .  Parsley  also  found  four 
dead  frogs  in  his  car  and  one  frog 
smashed  on  his  windshield,  although 
this  vandalism  has  not  been  linked  to 

the  thefts. 

Another  student.  C  '98.  had  40  to 
50  compact  discs  stolen  from  his  car 
while  at  summer  school,  and 
Elizabeth  Dooley,  C.  '99,  also  was 
robbed  of  $  1 5  in  cash  and  three 
cases  of  compact  discs.  Butner  says 
that  the  property  of  Dooley  was 
recovered  and  returned.

Two  nighis  after  the 
conclusion  of  summer  school,  three 
students,  whom  Butner  claims  were 
intoxicated,  decided  to  look  out  for 
the  burglar  in  the  Phi  House.  Butner 
says  that  when  the  police  discovered 
the  students  there  around  1 :30  or 
2:00  that  morning,  two  of  the 
students  ran  off.  The  police  officers 
Butner  says,  then  "got  into  a  round" 
with  the  remaining  student,  who, 
Burner  claims,  broke  the  rear 
windshield  out  of  the  patrol  car 
while  resisting  arrest. 
While  Sewanee  has  certainly  seen 
its  share  of  crime  lately,  Butner  says, 
"Most  of  it  happens  because  things 
are  left  in  the  open,  doors  are  left 
unlocked.  [Theft]  is  easy  to  do."  He 
encourages  all  students  to  keep  their 
cars,  bikes,  and  rooms  locked  up  and 
their  valuables  out  of  sight.

This  fall  the  administration  adds 
three  new  staff  members    Sharon 
Spray  comes  to  Sewanee  to  serve  as 
Associate  Dean  of  Students 
Assistant  Professor  of  Political 
Science.  Eric  Hartman  joins  Dean 
Spray's  staff  as  Director  of  Student 
Activities.  Brian  Cross  comes 
aboard  as  Director  of  the  Sewanee 
Outing  Program. 

Spray  recently  worked  with 
student  activities  at  Pomona  College, 
an  institution  of  approximately  1,350 
students  located  about  35  miles 
outside  of  Los  Angeles.  Spray  had 
just  completed  her  Ph.D.  at  the 
Center  for  Politics  and  Economics  at 
Clairmont  College  when  she 
discovered  the  ad  for  Sewanee 's 
Associate  Dean  position  in  the 
Chronicle  on  Higher  Education 
Spray  visited  the  Mountain  the  past 
January,  was  hired  in  March,  and 
plunged  into  her  new  position  on 

June  29. 

As  Associate  Dean  of  Student-.. 
Spray's  responsibilities  will  include 
administrating  disciplinary  action 
according  to  the  rules  delineated  in 
the  Student  Handbook  Her  plan  is, 
in  fact,  to  "implement  consistently 
the  sanctions  in  the  handbook."  By 


addressing  disciplinary  issui 
consistently  as  possible."  she  hopes 
to  avoid  any  confusion  about  the 
rules.  When  students  are  subject  to 
disciplinary  action,  "they  will  know 
exactly  what  is  gonna  happen." 

Spray  also  hopes  "to  build  a  good 
dorm  staff  and  student  activities 
program"  by  working  closely  with 
her  staff  which  includes  Director  of 
Residential  Life  Elizabeth  Bell  and 
the  new  Director  of  Student  Activi- 
ties Enc  Hartman.  She  plans  to 
improve  upon  programs  by  increas- 
ing communication  between  the 
students  and  herself,  and  she  has 
already  implemented  weekly 
meetings  with  the  dorm  proctors. 

Spray  also  plans  to  work  closely 
with  Brian  Cross  to  improve  upon 
the  outing  program,  in  which  she 
takes  a  strong  personal  interest.

care  about,  which  cares 
about  them.  It  is.  at  some  level, 
the  same  for  an)  organization  on 
campus. 

What  we  tail  to  realize  is  that 
h>  choosing  to  live  on  this 
Mountain  we  have  already 
entered  such  a  community,  And 
in  this  community  wc  each  have 
roles  within  a  hierarchy.    Vice- 
Chancellor  Edward  McCrady 
defined  them  in  1965  in  re- 
sponse to  student  demands  to 
eliminate  compulsory  chapel 
first  the  Founders,  then  the 
original  benefactors,  the  alumni, 
the  professors,  and  then  "the 
students  of  the  moment  who 
have  certainly  not  founded  the 
University,  or  supported  it. ..or 
guided  it.  or  yet  lived  long 
enough  to  judge  its  effects  m  (he 
light  of  encounter  with  the 
realities  of  their  care 
McCrady  might  say  tha(  we 
aren't  old  enough  to  know 
n  hat  s  good  for  us.  and  that  is, 
more  or  less,  what  Williamson 
said  on  Tuesday. 

However,  when  students  are 
upset  about  the  enforcement  of 
lam  of  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
such  as  underage  drinking  and 
D.U.I.'s,  there  is  little  use  in 
directing  frustration  toward 
administrators  because  they  are 
relatively  low  on  the  Sewanee 


totem  pole  (unless,  of  course,  the 
enforcement  is  inconsistent- 
then  they  deserve  all  the  hell  you 
can  muster,  but  that's  another 
issue  altogether).  Instead,  be 
angry  at  our  Founders  who 
established  Sewane?  as  a  Chris- 
tian university,  one  ultimately 
based  on  love. 

Legal  issues  aside,  when 
anyone  drives  drunk  his  actions 
demonstrate  that  he  does  not  care 
about  other  members  of  his 
community.  And  that  is  not  part 
of  the  Sewanee  tradition.    It  goes 
againsl  the  very  basis  of  the 
fraternities  and  sororities  (which 
actually  are  not  based  on  alcohol 
consumption).  Call  it  Lability. 
call  it  tough  love,  but  by  enforc- 
ing the  rules  the  administration 
supports  the  Founders  vision  of 
this  community 

Ii  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
leaders  and  members  of  the 
Greek  system  at  Sewanee,  those 
who  support  the  social  life,  to 
make  drunk  driving  socially 
unacceptable  under  all  circum- 
stances (it  is  easy  In  call  Bacchus 
at  X1999  or  to  designate  drivers). 
It  is  also  their  responsibility  not 
to  condone  other  illegal  actions. 
The  support  of  sue1  activities 
only  makes  (he  future  ol  the 
Greek  system  cloudier   How- 
ever, it  is  the  responsibility  of  all 
students  to  throw  c  aulion  to  the 
wind  and  proceed  with  care,  for 
your  community  and  for  yourself.

The  seeds  of  the  crackdown  rumor 
were  sewn  earlier  this  summer   On 
August  5.  Vice  Chancellor  Samuel 
Williamson  and  Dean  of  Students 
Robert  Peangen  sent  a  joint  letter  to 
the  parents  and  guardians  of  each 
Student,  detailing  the 
administration's  stance  on  "alcohol 
abuse  and  drug  use  on  our  campus  as 
well  as  society-at-large  "  Although 
strongly  worded  and  obviously 
intended  to  strike  fear  in  students 
and  parents  alike,  the  letter  did  not 
mention  any  "crackdown"  on  drunk 
dnving  specifically.  According  to 
the  letter,  which  was  also  placed  in 
every  student's  SPO  box  ai  the 
beginning  of  the  semester,  the  only 
change  in  University  policy  is  a 
$100  increase  in  the  drunk  driving 
fine  in  accordance  with  the  newly

Burner  said  that  police  often  have 
other,  more  serious  reasons  to  take 
an  offender's  case  to  the  state  level 
"The  ones  that  go  to  Franklin 
County  are  the  ones  who  arc 
uncooperative,  who  get  belligerent. 
Or  if  you  destroy  property,  or  hurt 
somebody  we'll  take  you  down  to 


Franklin  County  and  let  you  go 
through  their  court  system." 

Burner  believes  that  drunk  driving 
,s  a  major  problem  at  the  University 
of  the  South,  bui  says  he  cannot 
understand  why   "I  have  no  answer 
for  that  question."  he  said    "No 
larger  than  this  school  is.  if  you've 
been  dnnking.  you  can  just  walk. 
BACCHUS  drivers  bend  over 
backward  to  help  the  students.  All 
you  have  to  do  is  wait." 

Both  Burner  and  Spray  denied  that 
there  was  any  administrative  decree 
to  change  the  way  the  drunk  driving 
laws  are  enforced  on  the  Domain 
When  asked  about  a  meeting  of  the 
associated  alumni  in  which  the 
University's  drunk  dnving  situation 
was  discussed.  Spray  said  that  she 
had  no  knowledge  of  any  such 
meeting.  "It's  pretty  cut  and  dry." 
she  said.  "Students  should  be  able 
to  read...  1  am  simply  going  to  apply 
the  rules  as  they  are  laid  out  on  page 
66  of  the  Student  Handbook." 

Burner  wanted  to  make  it  clear  thai 
the  police  have  all  parties'  best 
interests  at  heart  when  they  pull  over 
a  suspected  drunk  driver.  "It's  not  a 
personal  vendetta.  It  is  a  fact  that 
you're  more  likely  to  get  into 
trouble  if  you've  been  drinking  "

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University  adopts  a  new 
sexual  harassment  policy

The  policy  on  sexual  harassment 
for  the  University  of  the  South  WW 
revued  for  the  19%-  IW  school 
year   It  defines  sexual  harassment 
for  the  context  of  the  University. 
explains  the  procedures  for  reporting 
and  dealing  with  an  instance,  and 
offer*  new  advice  for  counseling  and 
solutions  for  the  increasing  number 
of  »exual  harassment  cases 

According  to  the  revised  policy. 
lexual  harassment  includes  undes- 
ired  sexual  advances  either  written, 
verbal,  ur  physical,  jnd  B1J  sexual 
conduct  that  creates  an  •'intimidat- 
ing, hostile  or  offensive  working  and 
educational  ensironincni  "  The 
policy  continues  to  explain  thai 
sexual  harassment  includes  date  rape 
and  adverse  behavior  toward  a 
person  based  on  their  sexual 
preference 

Problems  concerning  harassment 
can  be  reponed  either  informally  or 
formally    It  is  suggested  that 
counseling  from  superiors  such  as 
professors  or  administrators  should 
be  attempted  before  filing  a  formal 
complaint    Counseling  would 
involve  preparing  for  communica- 
tion with  the  accused  or  with  an 
official   An  informal  complaint 
should  be  made  to  a  professor, 
department  head,  or  dean  who  will 
convey  il  10  the  University  Legal 
Counsel    The  person  consulted  may 
be  asked  to  confer  with  the  accused. 

A  formal  complaint  is  made  to 
different  members  of  ihe  administra- 


rjoii  undergraduau- students  to  the 
Associate  Dean  of  Student*,  faculty 
members  to  .he  Associate  Dean  of 
the  College.  School  of  Theology 
students  to  the  Dean  of  Studem 
ihe  School  of  Theology,  theology 
faculty  to  the  Associate  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs  for  the  School  of 
Theology,  and  other  staff  members 
to  the  Director  of  Personnel  Ser- 
s  ices    Both  informal  and  formal 
complaints  are  confidential,  exclud- 
ing the  fact  that  all  complaints  are 
given  to  the  University  Legal 
Counsel 

After  a  member  of  the  administra- 
tion is  contacted,  the  complaint 
changes  hands  various  times 
Within  10  days,  an  investigative 
officer  will  consult  with  the  accuser 
and  the  accused  and  within  45  days 
the  investigative  officer  will  prepare 
a  summary  which  both  parties 
involved  may  read.  Thirty  days  after 
the  summary  is  made,  a  final  report 
will  be  given  to  the  member  of  the 
administration  concerned,  who  can 
respond  within  30  more  days,  and 
the  accuser  and  accused,  who  may 
respond  within  10  days    A  com- 
plaint may  then  be  dismissed,  acted 
upon,  or  a  panel  may  be  formed  to 
submit  a  second  report  with  the 
stipulation  that  one  member  must  be 
female    In  all.  the  process  should 
take  at  least  105  days — nearly  three 
and  a  half  months

Dean's  Corner: 

University  support  for  Greek  system 


Letters  to  the  Editor 


In  October.  1994. 1  wrote  a  letter 
to  the  University  community  with 
the  following  information  concern- 
ing the  University's  commitment  to 
strengthen  the  fraternity  and  sorority 
system  while  facilitating  the 
transition  to  second  semester 
fraternity  rush:  "...the  University  is 
taking  four  major  steps  to  strengthen 
fraternity  and  soronty  life,  the 
establishment  of  a  pool  of  mortgage 
funds  to  help  with  the  refurbishment 
of  fraternity  houses;  acquisition  of 
one  or  more  sorority  houses  that  can 
be  used  for  chapter  activities  and 
social  occasions,  infusion  of  funding 
to  fraternities  to  offset  income  lost 
during  the  transition,  and  the 
creation  of  a  new  faculty-student- 
alumni  committee  to  study  ways  to 
enhance  the  fraternity  and  soronty 
contributions  to  student  life  at 
Sewanee.  At  the  same  time,  the 
University  will  spend  an  additional 
$30,000  to  supplement  campus 
social  and  intellectual  life  in  the 
absence  of  first  semester  rush  " 

I  am  pleased  to  write  that  the 
University  has  made  considerable 
strides  in  realizing  the  promises  of 
the  above  statement.  In  fact,  with 
the  exception  of  the  pool  of  mort- 
gage funds,  every  provision  of  the 
above  statement— and  more— has 
been  accomplished.  And.  with 
regard  to  the  mortgage  funds, 
conversations  are  currently  taking 
place  with  alumni,  legal  counsel, 
fraternity  advisors,  and  members  of 
the  administration,  aimed  at  making 
such  arrangements  (and  a  corollary, 
fraternity  fund-raising  capacity)  a 
reality. 

Listed  below  are  some  of  the 
particulars  of  what  the  University 
has  done  to  support  the  fraternity 

and  soronty  system  in  the  past 

eighteen  months. 

•   Every  fraternity  is  being  given 
$1000  to  help  host  a  campus- 
wide  social  event  during  the  fall 
semester.  1996. 

.   Every  fraternity  is  being  offered 
funding,  ranging  from  $500  to 
$1000  (based  on  membership 
size)  for  leadership  development 
programs,  rush  events,  or 
educational  programs.  Paren- 
thetically, the  fraternities  are 
required  to  collect  at  least  80% 
of  their  members"  dues  in  order 
to  secure  these  funds  as  a  direct 
grant. 

.   In  addition  to  the  above  promised 
funds,  the  University  spent  over 
$6500  in  the  summer  of  1996  to 
upgrade  the  smoke  detection 
systems  in  the  fraternity  lodges. 

.   The  sororities  share  two.  very 
attractive  University  houses- 
rent-free— for  membership 
residency,  chapter  activities,  and 
social  occasions. 

.   Over  $20,000  was  spent  in  spnng 
and  summer  of  1996  to  upgrade 

the  facilities,  furniture,  and 

appliances  at  the  two  soronty 

houses. 


The  promised,  additional  $30,000 
for  campus  social  and  intellec- 
tual activities  was  placed  in  the 
Dean  of  Students  budget  for  the 
1996-97  academic  year  These 
funds  will  have  the  indirect 
affect  of  relieving  the  financial 
pressure  from  fraternities  and 
sororities  to  serve  as  social 
hosts  for  campus-wide  events 
by  enhancing  and  enlarging  the 
range  of  campus  activities 
Allocations  from  this  budget 
have  been  and  will  be  made  to 
support  activities  requested  by 
various  offices  (such  as  the 
offices  of  student  activities, 
minonty  affairs,  residential  life, 
and  the  outing  program)  and  by 
student  organizations — 
including  fraternities  and 
sororities. 


The  Provost  approved  an  addi- 
tional $10,000  for  the  cunent 
fiscal  year  to  pay  for  another 
Mountain  Top  Ball,  with  the 
hope  of  repeating  this  highly 
successful,  all  campus  social 
event  which  last  year  drew 
hundreds  of  students  and  faculty 
members. 


A  group  of  alumni—  including 
several  attorneys —  and  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  adminis- 
tration have  spent  a  consider- 
able amount  of  time  and  energy 
this  summer  reflecting  on  and 
working  toward  a  more  system- 
atic, effective,  and  accountable 
fraternity  house  corporation  and 
alumni  advisory  system   Much 
remains  to  be  done,  but  progress 
is  being  made  in  this  complex 
but  promising  arena.

A  group  of  STOdeWS  (including  at 
least  one  member  from  every 
sorority  and  fraternity  on 
campus),  taculty.  and  alumni 
spent  countless  hours  last  year 
reflecting  on  the  fraternity  and 
sorority  expenence  at  Sewanee 
and  suggesting  ways  to  improve 
it   Many  of  the  proposals  from 
the  Fraternity  and  Sorority 
Review  Committee  have  been 
adopted  and  are  currently  being 
implemented.  Some  issues 
remain  on  the  table  for  consider- 
ation this  year.  The  significant 
efforts  of  the  committee— 
working  in  subcommittees  on 
philosophy  and  policies;  rush 
and  pledgeship.  housing  and 
finances,  and  campus-wide 
activities— should  be  recog- 
nized and  appreciated.  More- 
over, the  major  role  played  by 
students  in  the  decision-making 
process,  particularly  in  the 
formulation  of  the  new  rush 
rules  and  rush  plan,  cannot  be 
overstated. 


Last  week,  contrary  to  an  ancient 
Sewanee  tradition,  the  third  Saturday 
of  the  fall  semester  passed  by  gently. 
There  were  no  loud  panics,  no  major 
disturbances  and  few.  if  any.  arrests. 
Though  the  termination  of  first 
semester  rush  inspired  many  angry 
students  to  the  soap-bo  \  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  this  mounting 
tension  was  dampened  to  a  mellower 
mood  Saturday,  prompied.  perhaps, 
by  the  intoxication  thai  precipitated 
from  our  first  football  victory. 

It  was  at  the  football  game  where 
one  student  parted  from  the  recent 
administration  bashing  spree  and 
remarked  that  Dean  Puangen  has,  in 
her  words,  "tender  eyes  "  It  was  a 
refreshing  comment  in  light  of  the 
storm  of  criticism  that  has  painted 
our  beloved  alma  mater  as  a  selfish 
monster  grubbing  for  a  better 
ranking  in  U.S.  News  and  World 
Report.  Her  simple  statement  that 
there  is  a  human  face  behind  the 
administration  indicates  that,  in  spite 
of  the  cynicism,  the  students  of 
Sewanee  still  put  their  trust  in  the 
University. 

While,  no  doubt  millions  ol 
Amencans  rushed  to  news  stands 
last  week  to  see  where  Sewanee 
stood  among  the  :<k>  other  well- 
known  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the 
country  (Sewanee  who?),  they  were 
probably  at  least  somewhat  inter- 
ested in  the  events  -urrounding  the 
coming  election   Granted— whal 
Bob  Dole  intends  to  do  with  the  free 
world  in  the  next  four  years  might 
not  pull  the  average  \mencan  away 
from  the  school  listings,  but  cer- 
tainly a  good  pohu-al  scandal  would 


entice  even  the  most  responsible 
reader.  As  once  respectable  newspa 
pen.  vie  with  the  tabloids  for  the 
latest  celebrity  story,  be  it  O.J.  or 
Gennifer  Flowers,  the  growing 
mistrust  of  the  movers  and  shakers 
of  our  country  strikes  surpnsingly 
close  to  home 

Though  the  move  to  second 
semester  rush  and  the  latest  drug  and 
alcohol  policy  shakeup  has  provoked 
rumors  of  a  "fraternity  crackdown," 
Sewanee  administrators  contend  that 
the  abolition  of  fraternities  is  far 
from  their  purpose    One  objective  of 
these  recent  administrative  actions 
has  been  to  promote  "a  positive 
experience  Iwhicb]  dots  itift  include 
alcohol."  says  Eric  Hanman. 
Duector  of  Student  Activities, 
Unlortunately,  people  sometimes 
correlate  that  with  cracking  down  on 
fraternities" 

Like  Mr.  Hartman  (once  a  national 
leader  of  Sigma  Phi  Eps.lon).  there 
are  many  proponents  of  the  frater- 
nity system  throughout  the  adminis- 
nation  and  faculty  who  believe  these 
new  policies  will  ultimately  have  a 
positive  impact  on  fraternity  life 
While  first  semester  rush  v.  u 
conveniently  timed  to  coincide  with 
the  first  pangs  of  homcsicknt- 
move  to  second  semester  rash  may 
promote  higher  membership 
retention  for  fraternities    "It  will 
probably  mean  that  people  will  be 
more  committed  to  joining  a 
fraternity."  says  Dr  Enc  Naylor.  one 
architect  of  the  new  policy.  "I  don  t 
think  there  will  be  diminishing 
numbers  in  those  who  initiate." 
While  the  success  or  failure  of 


second  semester  rush  will  only  be 
understood  in  retrospect,  the  fear  of 
the  alleged  crackdown  seems  to  be 
subsiding  with  the  approach  of 
parent's  weekend.  As  Sewanee 
students  settle  in  for  another  school 
year,  the  realities  ol  campus  politics 
lose  their  glitzy,  scandalous  luster 
and  the  image  of  Sewanee's  dedi- 
cated administrators  is  restored  to  its 
proper,  respectable  plac  t    1 1 
Sewanee  is  the  home  away  from 
home  for  the  ephemeral  residents  of 
the  Mountain,  the  faculty  and 
administrators  who  compnse  a  more 
permanent  community  are  the 
parents  of  a  final  childhood   It  is  a 
childhood  where  growing  pains 
merge  with  adult  issues  and  where, 
in  the  words  of  one  fratemii\ 
president,  "someone  nas  to  stand  up 
and  make  a  decision  "  To  absent- 
mindedly  accept  those  decisions 
without  question  would  run  contrary 
„,  the  pnnsiplcs  ola  liberal  arts 
education,  but  to  trust  that  the  people 
behind  those  decisions  have  the  best 
interests  of  the  students  in  mind  is

The  purpose  is  to  familiarize  students  with  the  way  most  of  the 

world's  population  actually  lives,  js  well  as  familiarizing  students  with  the  Heifer  Project's 

impact  on  world  hunger.  The  Heifer  Project  is  an  organization  that  works  to  alleviate  hunger 

and  poverty  by  providing  livestock  to  low-income  farmers  in  the  United  States  and  around 

the  world.  Each  person  who  receives  an  animal  agrees  to  pass  on  the  first  female  off-spring 

to  another  needy  family   Students  will  learn  about  the  root  causes  of  hunger  and  poverty  and 

the  ways  in  which  animals-  and  caring  people-  can  make  a  difference. 

Students  will  spend  the  night  in  the  Global  Village  where  they  will  gain  valuable  hands  on 

experience  of  the  way  most  of  the  world's  population  actually  lives.  Participants  spend 

one  night  living  like  a  subsistence-level  farmer  in  a  developing  area  of  the  world.  Groups  are 

divided  by  lottery  into  "families"  and  allocated  basic  resources.  Not  all  groups  have  access  to 

all  ihe  resources  and  must  barter  with  others  to  acquire  the  essentials.  Suddenly,  a  cow 
transforms  to  the  4  Ms-  meat,  milk,  money,  and  manure.  This  immersion  also  lends  experi- 
ence in  roof-thatching,  gardening,  and  livestock  care. 
The  students  will  also  undertake  a  group  building  exercise  through  a  ropes  course  and  walk 
the  Trail  of  Solutions,  which  begins  with  an  organic  garden  and  continues  with  demonstra- 
tions ol  small  icale  farming  (which  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  world's  people  make  their 
living  from).  The  Trail  gi\cs  students  em  ironmentally  sound,  sustainable  methods  for 

fighting  hunger  and  poverty.

Silence  in  the  classroom

How  mans  limes  have  you 
sat  in  B  silent  classroom 
waiting  tor  someone —  any- 
one—  to  answer  a  professor's 
question  when  you  knew  the 
answer0  When  the  answer 
was  so  obvious  you  suspected 
that  the  question  might  be 
rhetorical'' 

Most  questions,  though, 
aren't  rhetorical.  Questions  of 
the  University's  future  aren't 
rhetorical.  Questions  about 
second  semester  rush  aren't 
rhetorical.  And  certainly 
questions  about  kegs  aren't 
rhetorical    And.  in  fact,  when 
the  administration  asks  for 
student  responses  they  do 
want  answers. 
But  we  don't  answer. 
In  the  last  Order  of  the 
Gownsmen  meeting  students 
voted  NOT  to  have  a  say  on 
the  library  committee.  But 
every  Sunday  before  a  big 
crunch  week,  students  gather 
on  the  steps  of  the  library  with 
plenty  to  say  about  the  fact 
that  the  library  doesn't  open 
until  one  in  the  afternoon. 

Reports  of  the  long  awaited 
first  Student  Assembly  meet- 
ing are  grim.  Requests  by  the 
Speaker  were  met  with  barely 
suppressed  giggles.  Perhaps 
that's  because  the  organization 
has  become  laughable  as  a 
governing  body  in  so  far  that 
representatives  are  elected  by 
default  or  popularity,  less  than 
v^ews  they  espouse.    Page  13 
of  the  Student  Handbook 
slates,  "each  class  elects  three 
at-large  representatives ." 
Despite  this,  the  "elected" 
senior  class  representatives 
were,  well,  essentially  favors 
for  the  Speaker  who  was 
forced  to  telephone  warm 
bodies  and  ask  them  to  repre- 
sent their  class. 

Senior  gentlemen,  the  three 
appointed  representatives  for 


your  class  arc  all  women!  Are 
you  satisfied  with  your  repre- 
sentation ! 

It  i he  class  elected  three 
women  then  this  issue  would 
be  irrelevant.  If  anyone  ran 
Tor  the  positions  the  issue 
would  he  irrelevant.  But  no 
one  ran  for  senior  class  repre- 
sentative. 

Our  disinterest  in  student 
government  is  an  overwhelm- 
ingly loud  statement.   So  what 
did  we  say? 

Perhaps  we  said  that  we're 
not  interested  in  investing  the 
time  and  energy  into  an 
institution  we'll  be  "leaving" 
in  seven  months.  Maybe  we 
said  that  the  Student  Assembly 
is  an  even  more  ineffectual 
organization  than  the  OG.  Or 
maybe  we're  giving  the 
administration  the  go  ahead  to 
make  important  decisions 
without  our  input. 

If  someone  who  was  able  to 
vote  didn't  vote  in  the  last 
presidential  election,  it's 
difficult  to  judge  seriously  any 
disparaging  comments  he 
makes  about  the  President. 
How  can  we  expect  the  uni- 
versity administration  to 
weigh  seriously  the  SA's 
comments,  or  even  the  com- 
ments of  individuals  in  the 
senior  class,  if  no  one  even 
runs  for  election? 

Tonight's  Student  Faculty 
Dialogue  has  the  catchy  title 
"To  Drink  or  not  to  Drink:  the 
Greek  Quandry."  The  title 
misleadingly  suggests  that  the 
question  is  pertinent  only  to 
fraternities  and  sororities.  The 
strength  of  the  student-faculty 
dialogue  is  that  the  students 
are  able  to  direct  the  conversa- 
tion (exactly  opposite  of  the 
situation  in  the  classroom 
where  the  faculty  asks  us  our 
opinion).  Dr.  Gerald  Smith 
will  be  asked  his  opinion  on 


kegs  at  Sewanee  (if  I  have  to 
do  urns  sell  i    It  S  worth 
hearing. 

The  following  observation 
on  kegs  and  the  "Greek 
Quandry"  is  my  own, 
Sewanee  is  predominantly 
Greek.  Students  still  buy 
many  kegs  at  the  Market,  and 
wherever  else  strikes  us  as  a 
better  buy   The  odds  are  that  a 
person  buying  a  keg  is  in  a 
fraternity  or  soronty   The 
continuing  presence  of  kegs  is 
another  silent  message  stu- 
dents send  to  the  administra- 
tion. 

We've  answered  the  ques- 
tion posed  by  the  student- 
faculty  dialogues.  Students 
are  not  in  a  "quandry."  We've 
found  a  solution  (albeit  gener- 
ally unsatisfactory)  and  now 
are  driving  the  subject  into  the 
ground  by  addressing  it 
repeatedly,  much  like  the 
subject  of  mandatory  atten- 
dance at  OG  meetings. 

Giving  the  administration 
the  silent  treatment  by  not 
participating  on  University 
committees,  or  by  failing  to 
elect  student  government 
representatives  is  not  effec- 
tive. By  remaining  silent  we 
allow  misinterpretation  of  our 
responses.  It's  like  the  situa- 
tion in  the  classroom:  just 
because  we  don't  answer  a 
professor's  question  doesn't 
mean  we  don't  have  an  an- 
swer. 

This  editorial  is  not  one 
more  diatribe  on  student 
apathy  at  Sewanee.  It  students 
do  not  want  to  participate  in 
shaping  Sewanee.  no  one  can 
force  them.  No  one  can  make 
you  talk  from  the  chair  in  the 
back  row.  Please  bear  in  mind 
that  by  remaining  silent,  we 
speak  loudly.  But  what  are  we 
saying? 


We  need  writers!  We  need  layout  people!  We  need  copy- 
editors!  We  need  people  who  will  entertain  us  at  all 
hours  of  the  night  while  we  do  all  three!  Anyone  inter- 
ested in  being  part  of  the  Purple  staff  should  call  x!204.

On  November  7.  Sewanee 
students  will  witness  one  of  the  most 
exciting  events  ever  on  the  Mountain 
when  several  former  Secretane    ol 
slate  participate  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Secretaries  of  State  conference 
in  Guerry  Auditorium.  This  event, 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  Atlanta- 
based  Southern  Center  for  Interna- 
tional Studies,  promises  to  boost 
significantly  Sewanee's  national 
stature  and  to  provide  an  authorita- 
tive forum  on  international  affairs 
Although  two  of  the  former  Secretar- 
ies, George  Shultz  and  Cyrus  Vance, 
are  still  undecided  about  participat- 
ing in  the  conference.  James  Baker, 
Secretary  under  President  George 
Bush,  Lawrence  Eagleburger,  also  a 
Secretary  under  President  Bush,  and 
William  Rogers,  Secretary  under 
Priesident  Richard  Nixon  are 
committed  to  the  conference  on  the 
Domain. 

Although  the  conference  will  be 
held  at  Sewanee,  the  Southern 
Center  for  International  Studies 
organizes  the  conference.  Based  in 
Atlanta,  the  Center  is  a  non-profit 
educational  organization  that 
attempts  to  inform  the  American 
population  about  international  events 
an  to  provide  forums  for  the  ex- 
change of  ideas  among  the  leading 
authorities  on  international  affairs  in 
the  U.S    In  order  to  accomplish 
these  goals,  the  Center  produces  the 
Secretaries  of  State  conference  as 
well  as  other  conference;  during  the 
year  which  are  aired  on  PBS  stations 
thoughout  the  U.S.  and  overseas. 

The  Center  uses  footage  from  the 
conference  to  produce  educational 
packages  covering  various  regions 
around  the  world;  over  6,000  high 
schools,  colleges,  and  universities 
around  the  US  use  these  educa- 
tional packages  in  courses  related  to 
international  affairs    Finally,  the 
Center  provides  information  services 
to  numerous  corporate  sponsors 
around  the  nation  from  governors  to 
Coca-Cola  by  collecting  information 
on  every  country  in  the  world  from 
over  180  English  language  news 
sources.  Over  the  course  of  the  year, 
sponsors  can  request  information 
packages  on  a  certain  nation  or 
iniemaunn.il  issue  to  augment  their 
knowledge  of  the  world.

Eventu- 
ally, the  intense  and  sometimes

After  the  script  is  polished,  [I  is 
reviewed  by  the  moderator,  nation- 
ally known  journalist  Nodding 
Carter,  who  offers  his  suggestions 
After  this  final  review,  the  confer- 
ence will  be  ready.

The  Delts  made  their  relum  to 
campus  life  on  September  22    They 
lost  iheir  party  privileges  when  a  keg 
and  drug  paraphenalia  were  found  in 
iheir  house  by  the  Scwanee  Police 
Department  last  semester   The 
probation  limited  use  of  their  house 
lo  one  fraternity  meeting  a  week, 
and  basically  prohibited  any  open 
party.  In  addition  lo  this,  each 
member  had  to  be  interviewed  by  a 
national  "review  committee"  that 
decided  which  members  were 
worthy  of  retaining  their  member- 
ship status    This  process  resulted  in 
the  expulsion  of  one  active  member 
The  Chi  Psis  and  the  Phis  were 
banned  from  hosting  parlies  due  lo  a 
little  rivalry  that  resulted  in  the 
destruction  of  some  properly,  most 
notably  the  defacing  of  the  Phi 
house's  moose  with  a  can  of  pink 
paint.  "They  were  doing  some 
minor  stuff,  and  some  of  the  younger 
guys  went  a  little  too  far  in  exacting

Flowers  said,  "I'm  glad  to  see  it's  all 
behind  us.  We're  all  looking  forward 
to  the  'moose  truce'."  William 
Cogswell,  president  of  Phi  Delta 
Theta  responded  with  uncharacteris- 
tic brevity  by  saying.  "We're  glad  to 
be  back."  In  addition  to  the  loss  of 
social  pnveleges  each  fraternity  had 
to  comprise  a  list  of  goals  to  be 
turned  into  the  Deans  office.

blessed  myopia  of  memory,  and  an 
idcali/cd  image  replaces  reality 
Since  many  of  us  recall  out  college 

with  such  fondness,  any 
change  must  by  definition  be  for  the 
worst  Anguished  cries  of  protest 
and  predictions  of  disaster  invariably 

lollow  tampering  with  ahv  mode  of 

behavior,  however  eccentric,  that  is 

sanctified  as  a  tradii i  ri 

Consider,  it  you  will,  the  tradi- 
tional place  of  dogs  at  Sewanee. 
Now  this  may  appear  lo  some  to  be 
an  issue  thai  has  only  arisen  in 
recent  years.  Not  so,  for  when  Dr 
Alexander  Guerry  arrived  on 
campus  as  Vice-Chancellor  in  1938, 
he  was  appalled  to  find  dogs 
wandering  about  and  making  free  in 
this  very  chapel  In  an  edict  which 
anticipated  a  recent  and  more 
sweeping  ban  on  unescorted  canine 
roaming,  chapel  access  was  denied 
to  all  dogs.  This  summary  scrapping 
ot  a  hallowed  Sewanee  tradition 
greatly  disiurbed  Professor  Abbott 
Martin  (later  lo  be  famous  as  the 
founder  of  Abbo's  Al  ley  I  who 
warned  Dr  Guerry  that  "there'll  be 
one  race  of  beings  that'll  never 
forgive  you:  the  canine  race  " 


"Nonsense.  Mr.  Martin."  replied 
Dr  Guerry  "Before  I  came,  the 
dogs  thought  they  HAD  to  go  to 
chapel  " 

Atradiuon  quite  frequently 
mentioned  with  nostalgia  by  older) 
alums  was  that  of  Sunday  night 
visiting  I  too  have  pleasant 
memones  of  those  visits  to 
faculty  homes  I  also  remember 
that  the  refreshments  there  served 
helped  expunge  the  taste  of  die 
traditional  Sunday  night  dining 
hall  edld'cuti'.  Furthermore.  I 
recall  that  Sunday  night  visita- 
tions offered  students  a  chance  to 
talk  with  faculty,  and  thus  offset 
the  inconvenience  of  another 
Sewanee  tradition  the  virtually 
complete  absence  of  faculty  from 
die  offices,  for  in  those  days  most 
professors  laughl  their  courses 
and  immediately  went  home  The 
problem  became  so  acute  that  by 
the  late  1950s  that  several  of  the 
younger  faculty,  myself  included, 
were  given  extra  pay  to  be  in  our 
offices  so  that  at  least  somebody 
would  be  around  to  answer 
questions  and  counsel  students.

Assault  on    central  campus 


by  Richard  Nash,  assistant  news  ed. 
On  Sunday,  October.  6,  a  female 
student  was  assaulted  while  exiting 
her  car  between  10  and  11  p.m. 
outside  of  Hoffman  Dormitory, 
located  on  central  campus.  The 
victim's  car  was  parked  in  front  of 
St.  Luke's    She  was  pulled  from  her 
vehicle  toward  a  large  tree  in  the 
front  yard  of  the  dorm.  The  woman 
kicked  the  man  in  the  groin;  he  ran 
toward  the  Fowler  Center. 
The  assault  was  promptly  reported 
to  the  Sewanee  Police  Department. 
Within  minutes  a  number  of  police 
officers  arrived  at  the  dorm,  includ- 
ing Deputy  Chief  Ernie  Burner  who 
was  off  duty  at  the  time.  The  victim 
was  taken  to  Emerald-Hodgson 
Hospital  and  was  found  to  have  only 
minor  bruises  from  the  attack. 
According  to  the  victim,  the 
perpetrator  is  a  white  male  between 


2 1  and  24  years  of  age.  He  stands 
approximately  5'8"  and  weighs 
between  160  and  175  pounds    He  has 
thick,  wavy,  sandy  brown  hair    She 
said  he  was  wearing  a  black  baseball 
cap  with  red  lettering,  a  blue  shirt 
bearing  the  Confederate  battle  flag, 
and  dress  shoes  and  pants    He 
appeared  "clean  cut  "  Burner  does 
not  suspect  that  a  student  was 
responsible  for  the  attack 
The  Dean  of  Students  responded 
promptly  with  a  campus-wide  e-mail 
which  reported  the  on-campus  crime 
and  urging  students  to  take  precau- 
tions against  similar  crimes    Also, 
the  University  changed  the  locks  in 
Hoffman  the  day  after  the  attack. 
The  police  have  not  found  the 
perpetrator  of  the  assualt.  Burner 
suggests  that  all  students,  especially 
females,  should  be  careful,  but  insists 
that  there  is  no  reason  for  panic

SEWANEE  GRAVE  CONCERN

According  to  Gailor  Manager  Josh 
Eckman.  both  the  Gailor  and 
Bishop's  Common  dining  halls  are 
seeing  a  20%  greater  attendance  of 
students  on  the  meal  plan,  a  rise 
which  Eckman  attributes  to  the 
extended  meal  hours  and  improved 
food  selection. 

Among  other  changes  which 
Marriott  introduced,  dinner  time  at 
the  Bishop's  Common  dining  hall 
has  been  extended  to  8  00  p.m 
According  to  Director  of  Food 
Service  Eric  Koerug.  this  idea  of 
extending  the  meal  hours  "all  started 
with  a  lot  of  requests  last  year, 
mainly  from  the  athletes."  Koenig 
says,  "The  main  reason  we  decided 
to  keep  the  B.C  open  late  is  that  we 
felt  like  we  could  accommodate  the 
number  of  people  better    Plus,  the 
B.C.  is  where  the  athletes  came  " 

Koenig  says.  "Our  facilities  are  not 
adequate  for  the  number  of  students 
on  the  meal  plan.  We  have  too 
many.  By  stretching  the  hours,  we 
take  off  the  crunch."  Apparently,  the 
extended  hours  plan  is  working  well. 
As  Koenig  points  out.  "We're 
getting  a  minimum  of  200  people 
eating  after  the  average  closing 
time."  which  Koenig  says  "shows 
how  popular"  the  extended  hours 
are. 

In  order  to  afford  to  extend  the 
B.C  dining  hours.  Marriott  has 
eliminated  breakfast  at  the  B.C. 
Koenig  says  that  the  money  Mamott 
saves  by  opening  only  one  dining 
hall  for  breakfast  "goes  into  staying 
open  two  hours  later  for  dinner,"  as 
well  as  general  improvements  to  the 
meal  plan.  He  says,  "Basically,  we 
were  able  to  add  two  hours  without 
any  cost  to  the  students  or  univer- 
sity." 

Koenig  says.  "We  don't  get  as 
much  attendance  at  breakfast  [as  at 
lunch  and  dinner],  so  sve  knew  we 
could  fit  everyone  in  one  dining 
hall" 

According  to  Koenig.  Mamott 
chose  to  close  the  B.C  for  breakfast, 
rather  than  Gailor,  because  "most  of

the  people  who  used  to  eat  breakfast 
at  the  B.C  were  coming  late  in  the 
morning  for  the  breakfast  sand- 
wiches, which  creates  problems 
because  we  couldn't  gel  lunch 
ready,"  which  he  says,  "was  a 
nightmare"  Koenig  says.  "We  knew 
there'd  be  a  lot  of  students  who 
wanted  late  sandwiches,  io  we 
decided  to  keep  Gailor  open  for 
breakfast  until  1 1  00.  rather  than 
9:00" 

Koenig  concedes  that  "the  only 
downside"  to  closing  the  B  C  for 
breakfast  is  that  students  miss  "the 
convenience  of  the  B  C  "  However. 
Koenig  says,  "You  have  to  consider 
that  to  have  all  three  places  [the 
B  C  ,  Gailor.  and  the  Pub]  open  from 
7  00  to  midnight  would  be  real  nice, 
but  you  just  can't  do  that."  Despite 
negative  reactions  to  the  changes. 
Koenig  says,  "The  same  amount  of 
people  are  still  attending  breakfast, 
so  we  really  feel  that  we  haven't 
taken  away  anything  " 

Other  changes  to  the  meal  plan 
include  renovations  to  Gailor.  part  of 
Marriott's  proposal  for  contract 
renewal  last  spring     "Just  over 
$200,000  worth  of  renovations  were 
done  just  to. the  serving  area  alone, 
plus  the  air  conditioning  which  was 
installed  in  the  kitchen."  Koeniog 
said. 

According  to  Eckman.  attendance 
at  Gailor  is  now  up  "100  to  200 
students  per  meal "  He  attributes 
this  rise  are  Gailor  s  improved 
"cleanliness  and  appearance.  OCT 
options,  and  better  selecuons." 
Eckman  says  that  the  only  com- 
plaints he  has  received  have  been 
about  the  entrees.  To  address  these 
complaints,  he  says  that  he  and 
Koenig  rewrote  the  menus  for  main 
entrees  and  "spruced  them  up  a  lot." 
Now,  Koerug  says,  where  there  used 
to  be  long  lines  at  the  pasta  and  deli 
bars,  "lines  at  the  entree  line  are 
backed  up  all  the  way  to  the  |student 
I  D.J  checker"' 

Eckman  says  that  the  "only  other 
problem  at  Gailor  has  been  long 
dnnk  lines  "  He  plans  to  address 
this  problem  by  moving  the  coffee 
machines  to  the  dessert  area,  for 


which  a  new  counter  has  been 
ordered   Hid  installing  new  coke 
machines  with  ice  dispenser,  lor 
both  sides  of  Gailor. 

Another  change  which  Mamott 
has  instituted  in  the  dining  halls  is  its 
renewed  enforcement  of  the  ID. 
card  policy    Koenig  says  that 
Marriott  must  insist  on  students 
bringing  their  ID  cards  because 
"more  people  eating  who  aren't  on 
the  meal  plan  takes  away  the 
program's  money."  Eckman  says. 
"There's  probably  more  than  200 
students  who  go  here  and  are  not  on 
the  meal  plan    1  catch  a  few  sneak- 
ing in  every  day" 

Koenig  suys.  "We  don't  like 
making  it  hard  on  the  students,  but 
you  either  gotta  do  il  all  the  way.  or 
nol  at  all.  or  else  it  just  becomes  a 
bigger  problem."  He  says  that 
Mamott  must  insist  on  students' 
bringing  their  ID.  cards  not  only  to 
prevent  students  not  on  the  meal 
plan  from  eating  in  the  halls,  but 
also  because  "the  University  is 
interested  in  going  to  a  one-card 
system,  in  which  cards  will  be  used 
fa  locks  and  vending  machines,  and 
at  the  'Q'  and  Shenanigans  "  As  part 
of  this  process.  Koenig  says,  "the 
University  is  requiring  every  student 
to  have  an  ID  card  to  gain  entrance 
to  the  dining  halls." 

In  addiuon  to  these  changes  to  the 
dining  halls,  Koerug  says  that 
Mamott  is  in  the  process  of  assimi- 
lating plans  for  "sprucing  up  the 
BC  dining  hall  over  Christmas. 
These  plans,  Koenig  says,  ""will  not 
be  as  major  as  the  renovations  to 
Gailor,  but  will  be  fairly  significant" 

Plans  are  also  under  way  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  dining  hall 
between  Gailor  and  All  Saints' 
Chapel,  where  Burwell  Gardens  is 
currently  located.  According  to 
Koenig,  the  University  has  selected 
an  architectural  firm  to  design  the 
i.„  iiitv.  which  Koenig  says  will  be 
"a  beautiful,  collegiate  Gothic 
hmlding    with  two  different  seating 
areas,  one  which  will  scat  500 
people  and  another  which  will  seat 
300."  a  seating  capacity  of  200  more 
than  that  of  Gailor  and  the  B  C 
combined    Koenig  says  that 
construction  will  begin  "when  the 
university  gets  the  money,  probably 
around  the  year  2000  "  When  the 
ncv.  facility  opens,  the  dining  halls 
in  Gailor  and  the  B.C.  will  close. 
The  dining  area  in  Gailor  will  be 
converted  to  administrative  offices. 
Although  Koenig  says  that  "the 
University  doesn't  know  yet  about 
the  B.C.."  he  indicates  that  "they 
might  move  the  SPO  upstairs  and 
expand  the  Pub." 

Eckman  says  that  the  new  dining 
hall  li  a  "real  necessity"  for  the  meal 
plan,  and  Koenig  predicts  that 
Mamott  will  still  be  on  the  Moun- 
tain to  see  it  happen    In  fact,  Koenig

-The 
real  challenge."  says  Carden.  "is  to 
use  color  in  a  way  that  will  express 
emotion."  Although  he  delights  in 
the  traditional  patterns  of  the 
Cumberland  Plateau,  Carden  enjoys 
experimenting  with  new  color 
variations  in  his  own  work,  prefer- 
ring especially  "the  blue-purple  end 


of  the  spectrum" 

Beyond  the  creative  expression 
provided  by  his  medium.  Carden 
sees  many  similarities  between  his 
craft  and  his  profession.  "In  some 
medieval  towns,  the  cloth  house  and 
the  cathedral  were  the  most  impor- 
(ant  buildings."  Carden  further 
explains  how  religion  and  textiles 
were  central  to  the  community  as 
they  both  "created  some  kind  of 
relation  or  continuity  |by]  holding 
things  together:  one  in  a  tangible 
way.  the  other  in  an  intangible  way  " 

Carden  hopes  he  can  distinguish 
his  works  by  combining  his  religious 
knowledge  with  his  artistic  skill.  In 
future  projects,  he  plans  to  explore  a 
weaving  form  called  Summer  and 
Winter   In  a  typical  Summer  and 
Winter  design,  the  image  on  the  back 
face  is  an  exact  negative  of  the 
image  on  the  front  face.  Through 
this  form.  Carden  will  express  the 
theme  of  opposites  found  in  some 
East  Asian  religions.

only  survive  if  they  serve  a  useful 
purpose  in  preserving  something  of 
value  When  they  cease  to  do  so,  no 
amount  of  exhortation  can  justify 
their  retention. 

Blessed  with  selective  memories, 
many  of  us  look  back  upon  the 
period  from  the  40s  to  the  60s  as 
THE  Golden  Age-  a  paradise  from 
which  we  have  since  descended  into 
the  lands  east  of  Eden.  But  what  was 
|,fe  really  like0  It  was  a  Ufe  of 
classes  six  days  a  week.  A  minimum 
quota  of  daily  and  Sunday  chapel 
attendances  per  semester  were 
required,  backed  up  by  attendance 
slips  to  prove  your  religious  expo- 
sure, if  not  conviction.  Library 
facilities  were  so  limited  that  they 
could  be  housed  in  Convocation 
Hall,  and  were.  What  of  the  intimacy 
of  small  classes?  By  the  late  50s  and 
60s.  some  had  grown  to  enormous 
proportions.  My  introductory 
sections  averaged  fifty  students  each, 
and  one  of  them  once  topped  eighty, 
while  upper  level  courses  regularly 
ran  above  forty.  Social  life  revolved 
around  party  weekends,  when 
busloads  of  blind  dates  were  trundled 
in  from  Ward-Belmont  and  the 
University  of  Chattanooga.  At  other 
urnes.  there  was  always  Monteaglc. 
but  without  many  cars  available,  it 
was  a  long  walk  there  and  an  even 
longer  walk  back.  In  the  field  of 
performing  arts,  music  was  limited  to 
our  all-male  choir,  and  theater  was 
conducted  in  Swayback  Hall,  a 
quonset  hut  which  had  survived  the 
Aleutian  campaign  and  which,  when 
reconstructed  here,  sagged  perilously 
in  the  middle. 

There  were  compensations,  of 
course.  The  very  solitude  and 
isolation  of  Sewanee  in  the  late  40s 
gave  us  a  chance  to  read  and  reflect 
after  years  of  intellectual  inactivity  in 
military  service  in  World  War  II.  and 
the  peace  and  olherworldliness  was  a 
welcome  relief  for  those  of  us  who 
had  so  recently  experienced  all  too 
much  of  the  agony  and  strife  of  the 
so-called  real  world  We  found  Bert  a 
faculty  so  brilliant,  stimulating,  and 
enthusiastic  about  their  subjects  that 
many  of  us  were  inspired  to  make 
teaching  our  choice  of  careers.  From 
William  Jackson  Payne  and  PorteT 
Williams  in  the  class  of  1947  through 
Henry  Arnold  and  Eric  Naylor  in  the 
late  50s,  over  forty  of  us  subse- 
quently subjected  ourselves  to  the 
vagaries  of  graduate  school  in  order 
to  achieve  this  highest  of  callings 
And  who  could  forget  our 


Cumberland  plateau  equivalent  of  a 
student  bierstube.  that  low  ceilinged 
lodge  presided  over  by  Miss  Clara 
Shoemalc.  where  all  of  us  indulged 
ourselves  on  ha  splendid  steaks 
until  our  GI  Bill  monthly  checks  ran 
out  There  are  some  who  hold  that 
Tubby's  was  bener.  but  1  dispute 
that  claim. 

There  have  always  been  somewhat 
different  perceptions  of  what 
Sewanee  was  and  is  even  by  those 
of  us  who  have  had  first-hand 
exposure  For  those  on  the  outside 
looking  in,  the  opinions  have 
frequently  been  widely  and  wildly 
different.  In  precisely  the  same 
month  that  TOWN  &  COUNTRY 
magazine  characterized  us  as  "that 
bastion  of  Southern  conservatism 
with  gentility,"  a  New  York  Times 
book  review  grouped  Sewanee 
along  with  Chapel  Hill  and 
Vanderbilt  as  "one  of  the  predictable 
wellspnngs  of  Southern  liberalism  " 
This  reviewer  may  have  been 
somewhat  misguided,  but  it  is 
nevertheless  true  that  in  the  judg- 
ment of  many.  Sewanee  has  been 
and  is  a  hotbed  of  liberalism  and  a 
promoter  of  radical  change  The  role 
of  faculty  members  in  defending  the 
Highlander  Folk  School  against  the 
McCarthyite  attacks  of  the  Tennes- 
see legislature  in  the  50s  was  but  the 
first  in  a  series  of  positions  taken 
that  incurred  the  anger  of  many.  We 
were  among  the  first  all  male 
schools  in  the  South  to  admit 
women.  We  need  look  no  further 
than  one  of  our  honorary  degree 
recipients  of  this  day  to  find  a 
former  University  chaplain  whose 
courageous  stands  on  women  in  the 
clergy  and  the  then  new  prayer  book 
brought  him  under  heavy  fire 

In  other  segments  of  our  society. 
Sewanee  has  frequently  been 
stereotyped  as  an  archaic  museum 
for  the  preservation  of  outdated 
manners  and  morals  as  well  as  the 
"lost  case"  myth  of  the  Southern 
Confederacy  The  conditions  of  its 
founding,  the  church  connection,  its 
relative  isolation  and  its  dress  code 
have  all  contributed  to  this  popular 
belief  And  yet  when  1  think  of  the 
Sewanee  of  my  undergraduate 
years.  I  find  it  hard  to  square  the 
myth  with  the  reality.  True,  the  little 
old  ladies  so  engagingly  described 
by  Walker  Percy  in  LANTERNS 
ON  THE  LEVEE  were  all  around, 
many  of  them  dorm  matrons,  but 
they  seemed  much  more  concerned 
with  their  bridge  and  their  evening

Mr  Abbo 

Martin,  with  hil  oft-repeated 

denunciation  of  Yankees,  but  this 

pose  steered  so  close  to  the  stage 

Southern  colonel  as  to  make  one 

question  its  senousness.  On  the 

other  hand,  a  glance  at  the  facult) 

revealed  a  quite  different  orientation. 

No  one  ever  accused  Dr  Jim  Grimes 

and  Dean  John  Webb  of  being 
professional  Southerners,  nor  could 
anyone  imagine  Gaston  Bruton, 
Arthur  Dugan.  Jim  Thorogood  or 
Strarton  Buck  wasting  any  time  on 
something  so  irrelevant  If  our 
Russian  Emigre  Economics  professor 
Eugene  Kayden  cvct  shed  (ears  for  a 
lost  cause  it  was  that  of  the 
Kercnsky  democratic  government  of 
1917  Russia,  and  Thomas  Paine 
Govan's  American  history  courses 
dealt  largely  with  the  sins  of  the 
South  and  the  necessity  for  immedi- 
ate and  total  desegregation  Had 
there  not  been  this  diversity  and 
degree  of  intellectual  stimulation,  we 
who  were  World  War  II  veterans 
would  not  have  come  to  Sewanee,  or 
if  we  had  come,  we  wouldn't  have 

stayed. 

Nevertheless,  one  item  of  Confed- 
erate memorabilia  did  indeed  play  a 
significant  role  in  a  minor  but 
memorable  incident  in  Sewanee's 
history  At  one  point  in  Ihe  Vietnam 
war.  the  Federal  Government 
decided  to  base  draft  deferments  on 
a  national  standardized  lest,  and 
Dean  Keele  and  I  found  ourselves 
giving  this  exam  in  Convocation 
Hall  to  over  three  hundred  highly 
nervous  male  undergraduates.  At  the 
conclusion,  one  answer  sheet  was 
missing,  and  a  sheepish  young  man 
finally  admitted  that  he  had  allowed 
it  to  slip  down  a  basement  air  shaft, 
where  it  had  lodged  half-way.  The 
only  available  implement  we  could 
find  to  free  it  was  a  Confederate 
sabre  said  to  have  belonged  to 
Bishop  Leonidas  Polk  Ably  wielded 
by  Dean  Keele.  the  sword  success- 
fully freed  the  potential  draft 
deferment  document,  which  drifted 
down  into  my  wailing  hands,  thus 
ending  a  scene  redolent  of  irony. 

Institutions  of  higher  learning  are 
often  accused  of  being  bastions  of 
conservatism,  and  Sewanee  has 
certainly  come  in  for  its  share  of  the 
charge.  In  the  outbursts  of  student 
protests  in  the  1960s,  while  many 
institutions  were  making  major 
curriculum  changes,  abolishing 
required  courses  right  and  left,  and 
even  eliminat- 
ing letter 
grades, 
Sewanee's 
grudging 
response  was 
to  reduce  the 
300  level 
language 
requirement 
from  two 
semesters  to 
one.  Even 
student 
protests 
exhibited  more 
of  an  air  of 
puckish 
gentility  than 
belligerence 
V.  hen  the 

doorway  of

Society.  Dean  John  Webb  remarked: 
"We  must  cherish  our  radicals, 
because  we  have  so  few  of  them  " 

In  one  respect  universities  should 
be  agencies  of  conservatism,  for  part 
of  their  mission  is  to  conserve  the 
best  in  the  culture  and  transmit  n  to 
the  saving  remnant  in  future 
generations  who  are  capable 
comprehending  it.  The  kinds  of 
wholesale  sweeping  changes  that 
many  universities  indulged  in  during 
the  60s  are  just  as  dangerous  as  the 
policy  of  preserving  the  status  quo 
without  question  The  trick  il  tfl 
distinguish  between  traditions  and 
values,  or  rather  to  identify  those 
tradiuons  that  embody  values,  and 
allow  or  compel  the  rest  10  wither 
away  Flexibility  and  a  benevolent 
approach  to  proposals  for  change  are 
ihe  life  blood  of  any  institution 

What  has  our  record  been  like  in 
this  respect?  Well,  certainly  the 
change  that  has  been  the  most 
fundamental  and  undoubtedly  the 
most  beneficial  was  the  admission  of 
women.  Almost  from  their  initial 
decision  in  1969.  women  began 
contributing  mightily  to  the  intellec- 
tual and  social  life  of  the  student 
body  and  supplying  leadership  in 
student  organizations  In  short  order, 
their  presence  contributed  to  a 
turnaround  in  the  declining  aca- 
demic quality  of  the  student  body 
and  helped  hall  the  trend  towards 
transfer  among  some  of  our  better 
students.  Within  a  few  years,  and 
while  soil  a  distinct  minority  in  the 
student  body,  women  members 
achieved  a  majority  in  the  member- 
ship of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  By  1996. 
two-thirds  of  the  members  were 
women,  as  were  twenty  three  of  the 
top  thirty  members  of  the  graduating 
class.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to 
reiterate  what  everyone  knows  about 
their  leadership  in  organizations  and 
academics.  Instead  I'd  like  to  point 
out  some  other  areas  of  achieve 
menu  Good  as  our  all-male  choir 
might  have  been,  surely  no-one 
could  claim  it  was  a  match  for  the 
glorious  organization  that  Dr.  Robert 
Delcamp  has  brought  into  being,  nor 
can  anyone  deny  the  contribution 
that  they  make  to  the  musical  and 
religious  life  of  Sewanee  Further- 
more, consider  the  contribuoon  that 
women  musicians  have  made  to 
Maestro  Steve  Shraders  miracle  in 
creating  a  splendid  University 
Orchestra  to  fill  the  void  that  existed 
before. 

The  role  and  significance  of 
women  as  refounders  of  the  univer- 
sity is  especially  gratifying  to  those 
of  us  who  worked  and  fought  so 
hard  for  their  admission,  but  special 
credit  should  go  to  those  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  who  took  the 
lead  in  initiating  the  transformation 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  courage  and 
independence  of  those  men.  the 
overwhelming  majority  victory 
might  not  have  been  achieved,  and 
Sewanee  would  have  been  a  poorer 
place  to  live  and  work  indeed. 

In  fact,  the  record  of  our  alumni 
and  trustees  for  enlightened  leader 
ship  in  decisions  on  a  number  of 
crucial  policy  matters  is  rather 
remarkable,  especially  when 
compared  with  the  traditional  picture 
of  college  trustees  as  antediluvian 
reactionaries  The  question  of 
eliminating  chapel  attendance 
requirements  was  by  no  means  an 
easy  issue  to  resolve,  especially  for  a 
group  composed  largely  of  men  who 
had  survived  the  quasi-monastic 
experience  of  an  earlier  Sew 
And  consider  the  atmosphere  at  a 
I  rusteel  meeting  in  Ihe  middle  ol 
the  Vietnam  War  when  any   I 
which  appeared  to  be  even  mildly 
anti-military  looted  he  a  surrender 
to  the  radical  left.

Many  of  the  acuons  and  decisions 
that  have  contributed  to  the  molding 
Ol  Sewanee  may  not  appear  to  be 
sweeping  in  scope,  just  as  many  of 
the  contributors  are  perhaps  unaware 
Of  What  (be)  have  given   In  «n 
earlier  time,  it  was  the  broad  faculty 
involvement  in  promoting  graduate 
study,  chiefly  the  work  of  Arthur 
Dugan.  Roy  Bcnion  Davis.  Charles 
Harrison  and  Gaston  Bruton.  that 
resulted  in  a  remarkable  percentage 
of  our  graduates  receiving  advanced 
degrees  This  achievement  in  turn 
was  a  major  factor  in  producing  our 
first  major  financial  grant  from  the 
Ford  Foundation 

In  later  years,  the  guidance  of  our 
early  women  dorm  proctors,  Anna 
Durham  Windrow  and  Bella  Katz 
Stringer,  did  much  to  produce 
cohesion  and  a  sense  of  identity 
among  the  new  arrivals  in  this  all- 
male  world.-  a  tradition  of  leader- 
ship continued  by  such  successors  as 
Nancy  Guerard  Grimes  and  Nora 
Frances  MacRae.  The  reputation  and 
respect  of  the  Honor  Council  were 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  contribu- 
tions of  Judy  Linebaek  and  Maibclh 
Porter  in  the  1970s.  Bishop  Girault 
Jones  played  a  kindly  but  forceful 
role  in  presiding  over  the  Trustees 
during  some  rough  and  stormy 
times,  a  tradition  ably  continued  by 
Bishop  Duncan  Gray  in  more  recent 
years  The  labors  of  Ed  Harrison  and 
Ed  Salmon  on  the  Board  come  to 
mind,  as  does  the  more  recent 
benevolent  intercession  of  Jim  Cate, 
Ned  Boehm.  and  Scott  Probasco  in 
securing  funds  for  our  extensive 
Tonya  student  internship  program, 
which  has  been  described  as  the 
most  beneficial  and  innovative 
project  we  have  introduced  in  the 
last  twenty  years. 

By  far  the  most  promising  recent 
development  we  have  undergone  hus 
been  the  cast  increase  in  the  number 
and  quality  of  new  younger  faculty 
that  have  enhanced  our  ranks  The 
energy  and  intellecrual  vitality  of 
such  teachers  as  Jill  Hcndnckson  in 
Economics,  Come  Norman  and 
Jonathan  Gneser  in  Religion,  Steven 
Miller  and  Katie  Lehman  in  Music, 
Jennifer  Michael  in  English.

Bob  Pollard,  leader  of  indie 
rock  heroes  Guided  By  Voices,  is 
the  reincarnation  of  John  Lennon. 
albeit  a  Lennon  for  the  post-punk 
world   Pollard  crafts 
haunting,  exuberant,  and 

lingering  pop  sones  Jnd 
wraps  them  with  non- 
sequitur  lyrics  and  bar- 
band  sloppiness.  His  best 
songs  have  a  sense  of 
instant  familiarity,  yet  he 
is  never  merely  derivative 
of  his  predecessors;  rather, 
he  is  more  like  a  sculptor 
working  with  found 
objects  while  producing 
something  entirely  his 

own 

1  do  not  want  to  take 
the  Lennon  comparisons 
too  far,  but  Pollard  seems 
lo  invite  them,  even  using 
a  bizarre  sample,  reminiscent  of 
•"Give  Peace  a  Chance."  as  un 
intro  to  tnc  album.  Although  the 
lyrics  arc  obscure  at  best,  they, 
like  Lennon's.  convey  more 
meaning  than  most  songs  by  his 
mediocre  contemporaries    The 
songs  here,  as  on  GBV  albums, 
range  from  the  rocking  "Maggie 
Turns  to  Flies"  and  the  chiming 
smg-along  of  "Quicksilver"  to  the

Viruses  are  nol  only  the  major 
cause  of  upper  respirators  illnesses 
but  also  the  major  cause  of  nausea, 
1  omiting  and  diarrhea.  If  these 
symptoms  are  accompanied  with 
body  aches  and  a  fever,  you  can  be 
fairly  sure  the  cause  is  viral.  This  is 
usually  a  self-limiting  illness  with 
the  cornerstone  of  treatment  consist- 
ing of  resting  your  gastrointestinal 
tract 


Many  people  begin  trying  to 
replace  fluids  jusi  after  vomiting 
when  in  fact,  it  is  better  to  allow  the 
stomach  to  rest  4-6  hour-  before 
trying  even  a  sip  of  liquid.  After 
resting  the  stomach  for  tins  time, 
begin  talcing  small  sips  of  clear 
liquids.  If  these  are  tolerated,  then 
slowly  increase  your  clear  liquid 
intake    An  antiemetic  may  be  of 
benefit  if  vomiting  continues.  The 
UHS  provides  promethazine 
(phenergan)  in  either  tablet,  injection 
or  suppository  form    We  also  have 
information  pamphlets  available  tor 
you  with  proper  instructions  on  how 
to  care  for  yourscll 

While  no  one  likes  to  be  told  their 
illness  is  only  a  virus  and  it  is  best  to 
allow  the  body  to  heal  itself,  resi 
assured  thai  (he  illnesses  are 
generally  self-limiting  and  also  of 
fairly  short  duration.  Antibiotics  BR 
ineffective  and  have  the  potential  to 
do  more  harm  than  good.  The  next 
time  you  waken  with  a  sore  throat, 
don't  panic  and  run  to  the  UHS 
Treat  your  symptoms  for  several 
days  and  then  seek  assistance  if  the 
symptoms  continue    If  you  need 
reassurance,  please  do  not  hesiiaic  to 
seek  advice  from  the  UHS.

But  I  wonder  about  the 
fact  that  this  conference  will  last 
three  hours  and  then  will  be 
gone.  I  think  back  to  all  the 
years  that  the  theatre  and  music 
departments  have  been  using 
Guerry  Auditorium.  The  Univer- 
sity never  renovated  the  audito- 
rium for  their  sake.  Apparently, 
a  televised  conference  lasting 
three  hours  is  more  important  to 
the  University  than  the  use  of 
the  space  by  the  theatre  and 
music  departments,  who  (let  us 
not  kid  ourselves)  are  near  the 
bottom  of  the  pecking  order 
when  it  comes  to  receiving 
resources  from  the  University. 
The  next  clue  we  had  was  the 
announcement  that  classes 
would  be  cancelled  so  that  we 
can  attend  this  conference.  Now. 
this  is  big  news'  The  administra- 
tion has  never  cancelled  classes 
for  federal  holidays  or  blizzards, 
with  a  single  exception  that 
comes  to  mind  from  three  years 
ago.

of  neglecting  our  purpose  here, 
which  is  to  teach,  study,  and 
learn,  in  order  to  generate 
publicity  and  funds  which  may  or 
may  not  benefit  the  students 
sometime  in  the  future.

Honey  Mark  who  adds  a 
touch  of  his  patented

They  continue  to  tear 
shit  up  on  the  grinding 
"Wail"  and  the  retro- 
sounding  "Rocketship.* 
If  Mick  Jagger  and 
Keith  Richards  had  come 
of  age  in  the  Lower  East 
Side  noise  seen  circa 
1985,  this  is  what  the 
Stones  would  have 
sounded  like.

Starks  is  the  latest 
member  of  the  Ku-Tang 
Clan  to  release  a  solo 
album.   As  always  the 
Rza  produces  the  beats 
and  a  host  of  the  Clan 
show  up  to  lend  a 
helping  hand,  most 
notably  Ghostface' s 
brother  Raekwon  and 
his  protege 
Cappadonna.   without  a 
doubt  the  Rza  is  the 
most  musically  arti 
late  and  talented  I 
producer  in  the  world 
of  rap  since  -.he  dis- 
appearance of  Public 
Enemy's  Bomb  Squad  and 
Terminator  X.   On  each 
of  the  Wu-Tang  releases, 
he  has  created  a  unique 
sound  which  not  only 
matches  the  style  of  the 
MCs  but  also  is  still 
distinctly  part  of  the 
Wu  tradition. 

It  is  only  fitting 
that  for  Ghostface. 
who  has  styled  himself 
as  a  rap  super  hero

comic.   This  analogy 
means  nothing  to  any- 
one who  did  not  grow 
up  reading  Cloak  and 
Dagger.  Black  Panther, 
Daredevil,  or  any  of  the 
other  similar  romics.  so 
just  think  of  dark, 
pseudo-film  noir  stories 
(mobsters  and  drug  deal- 
ers) punctuated  by  four- 
color  superheroes. 
-Iron  Maiden-  has  a 
bouncy  yet  claustropho- 
bic beat  filled  with 
horns  and  police  sirens 
-Assassination  Day. * 
which  opens  with  a 


sample  from  The  Usual 
Suspects,    centers  around 
a  spooky  piano  loop  and 
the  RZA's  scratching. 
Throughout  the  album  the 
R£A  covers  the  dark 
beats  with  scratching, 
funky  horns  and  organs, 
and  samples  from  gang- 
ster films,  and  this

Lost  Cove,  once  the  sacred  ground 
of  the  last  Native  Americans  in  the 
Sewanee  area  has  been  scheduled 
for  umber  harvesting  by  the  indus- 
trial giant  Huber  Corporation 
International.   A  hardwood  forest 
entirely  surrounded  by  mountains. 
Lost  Cove  is  located  less  than  10 
miles  from  campus.  The  cave  at 
Lost  Cove  is  a  popular  recreation 
area  for  Sewanee  students  and 
residents  of  the  surrounding  c  immu- 
nity   However,  Lost  Cove  is  only 
one  of  many  forest  areas  on  the 
Cumberland  Plateau  in  danger  ol 
being  cut  as  the  umber  industry, 
having  already  consumed  much  of 
the  limber  of  the  Pacific  North  West, 
shifts  its  focus  toward  the  Southeast 
once  again. 
According  to  Doug  Cameron,  a  20/ 
20  community  member,  part  of  Lost 
Cove  will  be  cut  within  the  next  year 
under  a  limited  selective  cut  silvicul- 
ture system.  Through  this  selection 
method  trees  of  all  ages  will  be 
removed  if  the  diameter  al  breast 
height  is  deemed  the  appropriate 
size.  The  selecuon  method  provides 
advantages  for  private  land  holdings, 
public  forests,  and  industrial  forests 
Il  is  also  the  only  silviculture 
method  in  which  a  sustained  yield 
can  be  achieved  from  a  single  Stand

Expensive  site  preparations 
are  not  necessary  and  regeneration  is 
reliable  due  to  the  saplings  left 
behind    Erosion  and  sue  distur- 
bances are  not  as  damaging  as  clear 
cuts  and.  as  long  as  the  cut  is  not 
intensive,  the  foresl  canopy  will 
remain  mostly  mtaci 
One  disadvantage  of  the  system  is 
that  shade-tolerant  tree^  generally 
become  more  productive  in  regen- 
eration, Consequently  there 
generally  is  noi  sufficient  ligW  to 
sustain  the  growth  of  intermediate 
and  shade-intolerant  trees  such  as 
the  White  oak,  American  elm, 
Yellow-poplar,  and  Post  oak.  Game

best,  I  can  offer  the  observations 
of  a  newcomer  who  has  taken 
just  a  sip  and  hope  that  these 
thoughts  might  provide  another 
perspective  on  this  unique  brew. 
The  focus  of  my  comments  at  the 
student-faculty  dialog,  and  the 
of  this  short  essay,  is  the 
g0wn  tradition.  My  suggestion  is 
thai  Sewanee  might  be  a  better 
place  without  gowns    1  was  an 
undergraduate  at  the  University 
of  Oxford  where  none  of  my 
Professors  or  peers  wore  gowns 
toclass  Yet  the  traditions  of 
academic  excellence,  personal 
growth  and  close  faculty-student 
interaction  still  flourish  at 
Oxford.  Could  the  same  happen 
here  at  Sewanee?  Might  the 
gown  tradition  hurt  Sewanee's 
educational  and  scholarly  mis- 
sion? My  short  experience  at 
Sewanee  suggests  that  the  gown 
might  do  this  in  four  ways. 

First,  breakfng  down  barriers  in 
the  classroom  is  the  challenge 
that  all  teachers  face    Lowered 
barriers  facilitate  sharing  of  ideas 
and  learning.  Although  it  is  not 
often  presented  in  this  light,  the 
gown  acts  as  a  potent  symbolic 
barrier   The  teacher  wears  the 
gown  the  students  don'L  Except 
for  the  students  who  are  smart 
enough  to  be  admitted  to  the 
club,  of  course.  Second,  the 
gown  might  hinder  Sewanee's 
efforts  to  diversify  thft  student 
body  The  upper-middle-class 
Northern  European  tradition 
embodied  by  the  gown  might  not 
appeal  to  all  socio-economic  and 
cultural  sections  of  our  commu- 
nis   Sewanee"s  most  valuable 


traditions  are  those  that  we  carry 
in  our  hearts  and  minds  and  these 
traditions  are  not  necessarily 
bound  up  in  black  cloth 
Sewanee  has  so  much  to  offer 
thai  it  would  be  a  shame  to  put 
off  potential  applicants  for  whom 
gown-wearing  might  be  associ- 
ated with  negative,  or  question- 
able, images.  Third,  the  gown 
might  affect  how  scholars  in 
other  institutions  view  the 
seriousness  of  the  academic 
endeavor  at  Sewanee.  My 
colleagues  and  I  occasionally 
meet  with  incredulity  and  mirth 
when  colleagues  learn  that  we 
wear  gowns  at  Sewanee.  Of 
course,  we  should  resist  the 
temptation  to  change  our  ways  in 
response  to  the  prevailing  wind 
of  outside  perceptions.  Yet. 
Sewanee's  gown  tradition  is  so 
anachronistic  that  it  may  do 
Sewanee  more  harm  than  good. 
Last,  I  believe  that  those  tradi- 
tions that  we  all  cherish  at 
Sewanee  can  be  maintained 
without  the  gown.  Neither 
academic  excellence,  nor  the 
Honor  code,  nor  the  emphasis  on 
developing  the  whole  person,  nor 
the  close  relationships  among 
members  of  the  community 
depend  on  the  gown. 

I  still  have  much  to  learn  from 
and  about  Sewanee,  so  I  offer 
these  suggestions  in  the  spirit  of 
helpfulness,  not  confrontation.  1 
hope  I  have  illuminated  one  facet 
of  a  constructive  discussion 
about  which,  if  any.  Sewanee 
traditions  should  be  discarded 
and  which  should  be  nourished 
and  encouraged  to  prosper  and 
endure.

johnMohnaro, 


johnny  Cash-  Unchained 
American  Recordings) 

The  Man  in  Black  is  back  and 
siill  singing  strong,  although  he  is 
about  us  old  as  the  Arkansas  din 
on  which  he  was  raised.  Un- 
chained departs  from  the  sparse. 
j.,ri..  lolk  acoustic  numbers  thai 
comprised  American  Recordings  to 
return  to  the  country,  gospel,  and 
rockabilly  where  Cash  got  his  start- 
Cash  is  backed  by  Tom  Petty  and 
ihe  Hcartbreaken.  who.  surpris- 
ingly enough,  make  a  mean 
rockabilly  outfit.  They  sound  like 
they  either  rolled  into  Memphis 
circa  1950.  or  have  been  studying 
Ihe  Sun  Records  back  catalogue 
The  Man  in  Black  shows  a  good 
amount  of  marketing  savvy  here 
too.  capitalizing  on  his  renewed 
popularity  spawned  by  a  younger 
generation    On  Unchained  he 
covers  Beck.  Soundgarden.  and 
Tom  Petty  with  mixed  results. 

Unchained  is  less  consistent 
lhan  American  Recordings;  the 
best  songs  here  are  the  Cash 
originals  and  the  full-on  rockabilly 
numbers.  Beck  VRowhoat"  jusi 
doesn't  sit  nght;  Cash  sings  the 
non  sequiter.  acid  soaked  lyncs 
without  a  hint  of  irony    Cash 
means  every  word  that  he  sings 
even  if  neither  he  nor  anyone  else 
has  any  idea  what  the  hell  Beck  is 
talking  about  The  cover  of 
J.mmie  Rodgers"  1932  The  One 
Rose''  suffers  from  a  dragging 
tempo,  but  on  "Country  Boy"  the 


pace  picks  up.  The  Heartbreakers 
cut  loose,  and  Cash  sounds  like  he  is 
having  a  blast;  it  would  bring  me 
back  to  a  1950s  honky-tonk  in  the 
heartland  if  I  had  ever  been  to  one. 
Dean  Martin's  "Memories  are  Made 
of  This"  would  be  terrible  in  anyone 
cKt  s  hands,  but  somehow 
Cash  makes  this  simplistic 
ballad  seem  engaging.  "Spiri- 
tual" is  exactly  what  the  utle 
says  it  is.  but  he  probably 
could  rename  it  "Bonng, 
Redundant  Spiritual."  Cash 
may  be  looking  for  salvation 
but  this  song  is  more  torturous 
than  any  pit  in  hell 

Now  that  that  has  been  said, 
the  rest  of  the  album  is  very 
good.  "Kneeling  Drunkard's 
Plea,"  the  companion  piece  to 
"Spiritual."  shows  that  Cash 
can  praise  the  Lord  and  raise 
the  roof  at  the  same  time   The 
song  is  old  country  like  Cash's 
"When  Papa  Played  the 
Dobro,"  filled  with  church 
organs,  mandolins,  and  dobros, 
and  laments  a  drunkard  who  could 
not  fulfill  his  dying  mother's  last 
wish    Petty 's  "Southern  Accents"  is 
slow  and  plaintive  and  would  have 
fit  in  beautifully  on  American 
Recordings.  Cash  re-recorded  and 
completed  "Mean  Eyed  Cat"  here 
(he  claims  to  have  never  been 
finished  when  it  was  recorded  in  the 
•50s  and  has  refused  to  play  n  until 
now).  Again  the  Heartbreakers  have 
a  rollicking'  good  time  (this  is  their 
best  showing  on  the  album),  and 


Johnny  sounds  no  older  than  he  did 
on  the  first  version.  Besi  o!  ill  Ihil 
nme.  Johnny  gels  the  ml  and  the 
mean  eyed  cat  back.  "1  Never 
Picked  Cotton"  is  another  good  ol 
country  song  about  farming, 
fighting,  coal  mining,  and  living  the 


life  of  an  outlaw.  Soundgarden's 
"Rusty  Cage"  is  vastly  improved  in 
Cash's  interpretation    It  may  be  the 
first  blending  of  councn.  and  hard- 
rock  (although  its  much  heuvier  on 
the  country  than  the  rock  |  and 
Iran  storms  the  backwoods  North- 
west grunge  into  a  son  of  back- 
woods Southern  voodoo  anthem 
Cash  has  aged  well  and  can  sing  and 
play  like  he  did  decades  ago.  but  dl

Shake  day  festivities  elicit  angry 
response  from  Decherd  mother 


On  November  7,  1996.  the  DC  saw 
two  CUd 

Cucl:  One  male  student  mks 
brought  before  the  committee  for 
breaking  windows  at  the  KA 
house  and  for  public  intoxication 
on  October  17.  The  DC  found  the 
individual  guilty  of  breaking 
windows,  but  not  guilty  of  the 
public  Intoxication.  The  DC.  thus, 
recommend  that  the  individual 
replace  the  broken  window]  in  the 
KA  house 

Case  2:  One  male  student  was 
brought  before  the  committee  for 
assault  of  a  female  student  This 
male  was  currently  on  social 
probation  for  an  earlier  DUI  and 
he  was  also  under  a  drinking 
contract  with  the  Deans  staling 
that  he  would  not  partake  of  any 
alcohol  throughout  the  year.  Upon 
examining  his  past  and  present 
record,  the  DC  recommended  that 
the  student  be  suspended  for  the  rest 
of  the  academic  year. 

On  November  14.  1996.  the  DC  saw 
two  cases 

Case  I:  One  male  student  was 
brought  before  the  committee  for 
having  a  party  In  his  room  In 
which  bottles  and  cans  were  being 
thrown  from  the  windows.  This 
Individual  was  ticketed  with  a 
DUA  by  the  police.  The  Individual 
was  presently  under  a  drinking 
contract  with  the  Deans,  thus  the 
case  was  sent  before  the  commit- 
tee. The  DC  found  the  Individual 
guilty  of  the  charges  brought 
before  him  und  recommended  that 
the  individual's  drinking  contract  be 
extended  to  the  end  of  the  academic 
year  and  that  the  individual  sign  a 
dorm  contract  with  the  Dean-,  sidling 
ili.ii  if  he  caused  any  problems  in  his 
present  dorm  he  would  be  moved  to 
unolhcr  dorm  (this  is  effective 
through  the  academic  year  as  well). 
The  individual  must  also  complete 
35  hours  of  community  service  by 


March  I,  1997  —  15  of  these  hours, 
however,  must  have  been  completed 
hs  the  end  of  the  Advent  Semester 

Case  2:  One  male  student  was 
brought  before  the  committee  for 
cable  splicing  in  his  dorm  room. 
The  DC  found  the  Individual 
guilty  of  these  charges  and 
recommended  that  the  individual 
pay  a  $50  dollar  fine  and  complete  5 
hours  of  community  service. 

On  January  30.  1997,  the  DC  saw 
one  case' 

Case  1:  Four  male  students  were 
brought  before  the  committee  for 
Hghting  inside  and  outside 
Tuckaway  dorm  on  January  24. 
The  DC  found  each  individual 
guilty  of  the  charges  brought 
before  them.  One  individual  did 
not  participate  In  the  fighting,  yet 
was  a  supporter.  This  individual 
was  simply  given  an  oral  reprimand. 
Upon  reviewing  all  of  their  stories, 
the  DC  recommended  that  the  two 
individuals  with  whom  the 
Hghting  began  each  complete  20 
hours  of  community  service  by  the 
end  of  the  academic  year  —  this 
includes  driving  BACCHUS  on  two 
weekend  nights.  In  addiuon.  they 
must  each  give  a  written  apology  to 
the  dorm  staff  and  dorm  of 
Tuckaway,  as  well  as,  a  verbal 
apology  to  the  matron.  The  third 
participate  of  the  fight  was  found 
guilty  as  well,  thus  the  DC  recom- 
mended that  this  individual 
complete  30  hours  of  community 
service  by  the  end  of  the  academic 
year  —  this  includes  driving 
BACCHUS  on  two  weekend  nights. 
In  addiuon.  he  must  give  a  written 
apology  to  the  dorm  staff  and  dorm 
of  Tuckaway,  as  well  as.  a  oral 
apology  to  the  matron   The  DCs 
recommendation  for  this  last 
individual  was  greater  for  certain 
reasons  that  occurred  during  the 
fight.

My  children  know  where 
their  parents  stand  on  drinking  and 
drug  abuse.  But  what  message  are 
they  getting  from  the  authorities  on 
campus."   Ms.  Stephens,  I  am  sorry, 
I  just  don't  believe  that  it  is  the  job 
of  the  University  of  the  South  to 
educate  your  children  on  the  dangers 
of  drug  and  alcohol  abuse   And  I  am 
positive  that  it  is  not  my  job  (nor  is  it 
the  job  of  any  college  student)  to  be 
a  role  model  for  two  boys  I  don't 
even  know.

carbohydrates,  an.'  withdrawal 
from  friends  and  lamily.   Seasonal 
Depression  usualK  starts  in 
November  and  begins  to  lift  in 
March  or  April.   Ii  is  a  part  of  a 
cyclical  pattern  which  occurs 
during  most  if  not  all  years. 
Seasonal  depression  is  more  often 
reported  by  females  than  males, 
and  is  much  more  common  in  the 
northern  latitudes  where  there  ere 
fewer  hours  of  dav  light. 

The  most  popular  theory  on  the 
cause  of  Seasonal  Depression 
focuses  on  the  inability  of  the 
brain  to  receive  the  light  it  needs 
for  optimal  functioning  during  the 
winter  months.  The  theory 
basically  stales  lh.it  as  the  days 
get  shorter,  less  light  reaches  our 
eyes  and  ultimafc-ly  our  brain 
which  affects  the  production  of 
certain  neuroe'  emicals,  which  in 
turn  changes  the  rhythmic  cycles 


in  our  body.  Treatment  of  Sea- 
sonal Depression  often  includes 
the  use  of  light  therapy,  which 
involves  daily  exposure  to  a 
special  type  of  light.  This  light  is 
five  to  twenty  times  brighter  than 
typical  indoor  lighting  and 
stimulates  the  brain  to  modify  its 
production  of  the  chemicals  that 
effect  mood  and  energy  levels. 
Fortunately,  few  of  us  in  this 
part  of  the  country  suffer  from  full 
blown  Seasonal  Depression,  and 
there  are  some  things  we  all  can 
do  to  beat  the  winter  blues.  First 
of  all,  it  is  important  to  spend 
time  outdoors  as  often  as  possible 
during  the  daylight  hours.  This 
can  be  accomplished  by  taking  a 
walk  between  classes  or  during 
the  lunch  hour,  providing  the 
benefit  of  exposure  to  light,  fresh 
air  and  exercise    A  change  of 
scenery  can  be  especially  helpful 


at  this  time  of  year   A  trip  to  the 
Caribbean  might  be  appealing,  but 
a  trip  off  the  Mountain  periodi- 
cally to  experience  a  different 
environment  can  be  a  more 
realistic  option.  Living  a  healthy, 
balanced  lifestyle  can  also  have  a 
positive  impact  on  one's  emotional 
state,  including  eating  well  and 
regularly,  getting  enough  sleep, 
and  avoiding  an  excess  of  harmful 
substances.  In  addition,  it  can 
help  to  avoid  blaming  ourselves 
for  down  moods  during  such 
limes.  It  is  also  important  to 
develop  or  take  advantage  of  our 
support  system  of  family  and 
friends.  If  you  would  like  more

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Townes  Van  Zandt  can't  be  replaced  by  "scantily  clad  models"

A  slight  caveat  to  this 
week's  offering:  this  is  my 
first  exposure  to  Townes 
Van  Zandt,  so  I  can  not 
compare  this  to  his  other 
work. 

Anyway,  now  that  I've 
said  that;  this  is  a  damn 
good  album.  I  know  that 
most  of  you  probably  no 
longer  trust  my  judgment 
after  some  of  my  half- 
baked  reviews  of  marginal 
bands,  but  set  aside  your 
skepticism  for  a  few 
minutes.  Van  Zandt  is  a 
singer /songwriter  of 
considerable  talent  but 
little  recognition.  You  may 
even  have  heard  some  of 
Van  Zandt's  songs  from 
listening  to  the  Cowboy 
Junkies,  Steve  Earle,  or 
Nanci  Griffith,  but  it  is  still 
worth  listening  to  him 
sing  his  own  songs.  Rear 
View  Mirror  is  a  "best  of" 
collection  recorded  live  in 


small  venues,  and  so  it 
serves  as  a  good  introduc- 
tion. 

The  songs  here  are  stark 
flashes  of  forgotten  wander- 
ers, broken  hearts,  and  small 
dreams.  Van  Zandt's 
vocals  are  backed  only 
by  an  acoustic  guitar 
and  a  fiddle;  the  ar- 
rangement is  very 
similar  to  Van  Zandt's 
predecessors  such 
Johnny  Cash  and 
Woody  Guthrie  and 
contemporaries  like 
Willie  Nelson.  Like 
these  kindred  spirits, 
you  can  hear  thousands 
of  miles  of  travel  and 
gallons  of  coffee  and 
whiskey  in  Van  Zandt's 
voice  as  he  nearly 
speaks  his  lyrics  in  a 
voice  that  is  both  weary  and 
strong. 

These  songs  have  a  timeless 
quality;  although  they  could 
have  been  written  during  the 
Depression,  they  still  do  not 
sound  dated.  His  simple 
style  of  song-writing  and 


story-telling  mt' hi    Lis  been 

>oked  in  our  age  of 
arena  rock  and  MTV  video 
collages,  yet  his  tales  and  his 
voice  retain  a  poignancy  that 
no  light  show  QTS<  .mhlv 


clad  model  can  replace 
Although  some  might  find 
his  rural  vision  and  intimate 
-t\  le  a  bit  sentimental.  Van 
Zandt  never  resorts  to 
maudlin  laments  or  pastoral 
odes  to  the  good  old  days. 
Instead,  these  songs  capture 


the  small  disappointments 
and  joys  of  everyday  life  in 
the  language  of  a  modem 
troubadour. 

"Pancho  &  Lefty"  and 
"Tecumseh  Valley,"  two  of 
the  best  songs,  both 
confront  the  destruc- 
tion of  dreams  from 
the  perspective  of 
old  outlaws  and  a 
prostitute,  respec- 
tively "Waitin' 
Round  to  Die" 
contemplates  the 
stagnation  of  the 
vagabond,  wander- 
ing life  while  "To 
is  to  Fly"  cel- 
ebrates the  same 
existence.  Well,  I 
could  go  on  (and  on. 

),  but  my  point 
here  is  pretty  clear. 
Townes  Van  Zandt  is  ex- 
tremely talented,  and  this 
style  of  music  has  gone 
largely  unnoticed  for  too 
long.  Now  everyone  repeat

For  instance,  a  previous  sewage 
overflow  in  the  Sewanee  Inn's 
basement  was  not  thoroughly 
cleaned.  Ground  water  in  a  hole  dug 
in  the  Woods  Lab  greenhouse  floor 
contained  enough  pesticides  to 
trigger  headaches,  burning  eyes, 
blood  in  the  nose  and  sputum  of  the 
PPS-employed  diggers.  The  Woods 
Lab  boiler  room  pipe/flue  insulation 
contains  asbestos  which,  although 
previously  encapsulated,  needed  to

Silent  Auction  raises  $3000 
for  Jamiaca  Outreach

Recently,  everyone  in  Sewanee 
received  several  cryptic  messages  on 
their  voice  mail.  After  one  gets  used 
to  the  Jamaican  accent,  the  colorful 
announcements  about  the  Jamaica 
Outreach  fund-raisers  become 
decipherable    Such  an  announce- 
ment drew  enough  attention  to  this 
year's  Silent  Auction  for  it  to  be  a 
great  success. 

Of  the  estimated  eight  thousand 
dollars  earned  so  far  by  the  Jamaica 
Outreach  participants,  three  thou- 
sand dollars  came  from  the  Silent 
Auction. 

The  money  earned  by  fund-raisers 
will  aid  the  participants  m  building 
two  small  houses  and  a  playground 
in  an  impoverished  area  near 
Kingston.  Residents  of  this  area 
frequently  do  not  have  access  to 
adequate  housing,  and  are  forced  to 
rely  upon  the  local  garbage  dump  as 
a  means  of  sustenance    Besides 
helping  with  the  construction  of 
better  facilities,  Sewanee  Outreach 
participants  will  also  help  care  for 
the  daily  needs  of  handicapped 
orphan  children  in  the  area. 
Halt  of  the  earnings  will  help 


purchase  building  materials,  while 
the  remainder  goes  toward  the 
students'  costs.  According  to  Dixon 
Myers,  coordinator  of  Outreach 
Ministries,  this  financial  aid  results 
in  an  "economically  diverse"  group. 
Myers  points  out  the  helpfulness  of 
the  fund-raisers:  ".  anybody  that 
wants  to  go  on  a  trip  will  eventually 
be  able  to  go  " 

More  than  a  cut-and-dry  fund- 
raiser, the  Silent  Auction  was 
unique,  providing  a  diverse  sampling 
of  items  from  which  buyers  could 
choose  By  encouraging  prolessors 
to  donate  dinners,  the  organizers  of 
this  auction  promoted  student- 
faculty  interaction.  Student  dona 
tions  were  also  characteristicallj

Stirling's  Coffee  House  is 

hosting  a  photo  exhibition  pre- 
sented by  Stephen  Alvarez 
concerning  the  culture  ol  Northern 
Peru.  The  exhibition,  entitled  The 
World  of  Don  Benigno,  which  runs 
through  March  11,  contains 
pictures  of  the  people  and  life  ol 
the  atmosphere  of  the  Amazon  and 
San  Martin  provinces  of  Peru. 

Alvarez's  pictures  are  a  kind  of 
journey  into  the  world  of  this 
mystery  man.  Don  Benigno.  The 
mythical  tales  thai  surround  this 
man  prompted  Alvarez  to  follow 
Benigno's  40  year  trek  through 
the  dense  jungles  of  Peru  that 
would  eventually  lead  him  to  this 
self-made  visionary. 

This  project  displays  the  ability 
of  the  camera  to  tell  a  story  as 
well  as  to  take  a  picture  The 
photos  are  not  simply  pictures  of 
ihe  scenery  of  Peru.   They  are  a 
legend  of  Benigno's  culture  and 
people,  for  he  thoughi  ii  was  his 
purpose  in  life  to  repopulate  the 
jungles  of  Peru. 

The  most  noticeable  picture  in 
Ihe  exhibition  is  the  photo  of 
Benigno  himself.  Enlarged  and 
set  off  by  itself  in  the  center  of  the 
room,  it  is  hard  to  miss  his 
unsettling  expression.   His  picture 
represents  the  end  of  Alvarez's 
journey  and  the  conclusion  to  this 
work.

work  presented  in  the  exhibition 
and  the  fact  that  the  main  focus  of 
his  work  shifts  from  the  scenery 
to  the  people.   Martins  states  thai 
"It  gives  a  deeper  meaning  to  the 
photos  and  an  interesting  perspec- 
tive on  the  culture.  Alvarez  also 
has  a  good  eye  for  capturing 
emotions  m  the  natives." 

Other  than  the  people,  Alvarez 
also  has  pictures  of  labor  and  life 
in  this  Peruvian  region.   Photos  of 
the  killing  and  skinning  of  a  calf 
demonstrate  the  people's  modes 
of  survival.   Simple  street  scenes 
show  the  typical  manners  of 
recreation  and  relaxation  of  the 
area. 

The  pictures  take  the  viewer 
into  a  different  civilization  and  to 
what  seems  like  a  different  time 
Alvarez  portrays  an  area  rich  in 
culture  through  the  talc  of  a  man 
with  an  extraordinary  mission  and 
an  extraordinary  life. 

The  response  to  the  exhibition 
has  been  very  positive    Sopho- 
more John  Henry  Watson,  a 
frequent  visitor  of  Stirling's,  finds 
the  exhibition  very  thought- 
provoking.  He  says.  "The 
pictures  provide  an  astounding 
glimpse  into  the  intricate  work- 
ings of  a  different  culture.  The 
photos  are  very  people-centered 
and  seem  to  truly  convey  the 
mystery  which  enshrouds  the 
story  of  Don  Benigno,"

■  former  slave  who  along  with 
Harriet  Tubman  and  Frederick 
K)ousIjs'-  became  one  of  the 
■country  s  leading  abolitionists  after 

■  her  escape 

Mixing  emotional  spirituals  with  a 
H>rief  dramatic  narrative  of  the  events 
■of  her  life,  the  play  itself  was  really 
la  kind  of  three-way  conversation 
I  between  Sojourner  Truth,  the 
I  pidience,  and  her  God  as  she  was 
■breed  to  confront  universal  issues  of 
I  pee  .iiul  womanhood. 
I    Her  conversation,  though,  also 
■orced  the  audience  to  examine  the 
■relevance  of  these  questions  today. 


Instead  of  passively  observing  her 
performance,  we  found  that  we  were 
members  of  a  modem-day  version  of 
Sojourner's  historic  lecture  circuit  in 
which  she  asserted  her  abolitionist 
views  and  petitioned  for  a  land  grant 
for  former  slaves. 

By  placing  the  audience  as  vital  to 
the  setting  of  the  play,  we  could 
naturally  evaluate  the  same  prob- 
lems of  today  to  see  just  how 
successful  Sojourner  and  others 
were  in  their  mission. 

Woods'  skillful  acting,  deep, 
moving  voice,  and  dignified  manner 
made  her  portrayal  of  the  former 
slave  convincing,  and  it  was  an 
excellent  start  for  the  Conference  on 
Women. 

Woods  has  been  acting  tor  sixteen 
years.  A  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Massachusetts,  she  has  acted  in 
Moscow,  the  Edinburgh  Arts 
Festival,  and  Underground  Railway 
Theater.  She  chose  this  role  because 
as  she  said  the  life  of  Sojourner 
Truth  shows  that  "we  can  all  find 
ways  to  take  care  of  each  other.,  and 
not  exploit  one  another.  We  are  all 
in  this  together'
